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Highlights of 1964 


Walpole’s growing population was made more evident in 1964 with 
the opening of a new elementary school on Old Post Road and the 
approval of the building of a new Junior High School on Robbins Road 
by Town Meeting action in April. Also, Open House was held at the 
newly-opened wing of the Boyden School in South Walpole. 


Two hundred and seven graduated from the Senior High School in 
June. In September there were 4198 students enrolled in the public school 
system. Double sessions were required at Bird School until the opening 
of the Old Post Road School on November 9th. 


The Town was growing in other ways, too. A new business came to 
town when the Four Seasons Ice Arena opened in September with dedi- 
cation ceremonies on October 9. The Olympic size rink with its attractive 
foyer, pro shop and complete facilities is as fine as any ice skating arena 
in all New England. It is ideally situated at the junction of Routes 1 and 
27, and not far from an exit from the new Interstate 95 highway. 


A short distance further south on Route 1, Knox Inc. Opened its new 
plant and office in October. This company, and its subsidiary, Applied 
Engineering Corp. moved from its former location in East Walpole in 
order to accommodate its expanding business. Knox, Inc. is New Eng- 
land’s largest distributor of hydraulic and pneumatic components, and 
Applied Engineering Corp. manufactures electronic edge guides, 
hydraulic power units and other similar equipment for textile, paper, 
plastics, and metal industries. 


Other new businesses which opened during the year include the 
Phillips-66 gasoline filling station on Route 1A, the U-Haul office at 
the Walpole Industrial Park, the Centre Cleaners on Stone Street and 
the Bobby Ross Paint and Wallpaper Company on Main Street. The Peggy 
Lawton Bakery at East Walpole, which suffered a disastrous fire in July, 
has Eeen rebuilt and is again in operation. 


NEW HOME OF KNOX, INC., on Route 1 in South Walpole. The company moved from 
its East Walpole location in September. 


PHILLIPS 66 SERVICE STATION which opened on Route 1-A during 1964. 


In the interest of better government, the annual Town Meeting made 
two significant changes in the By-Laws. The first provides for three-year 
terms for the Selectmen and the other increases the town meeting 
quorum to 200. 


Water—or lack of it—made news in 1964 throughout drought- 
stricken New England. The relatively good position in Walpole was 
indicated from the fact that in spite of increased gallonage, restrictions 
on the use of water remained on a voluntary basis. By late November there 
had been a deficiency of nine inches in rain-fall and a serious lowering 
of the water table. Twice in 1964 the Norwood Board of Selectmen turned 
down a petition from Walpole officials that would have permitted Walpole 
to use the wells at Buckmaster Pond in Westwood (owned by Norwood ) 
for a reserve supply. 


Realizing the urgent need to protect water sources for both home 
and industrial use as the Town continues to grow, the Conservation Com- 
mission and the Planning Board are jointly conducting a flood plain 
zoning study; a special water shed study is being made of Diamond 
Brook and Spring Brook with reference to drainage and flooding, and 
the Selectmen and members of the Conservation Commission participated 
in joint discussions with officials from the towns of Sharon and Foxboro 
to preserve the water shed along School Meadow brook in Sharon, the 
present source of much of the Town’s drinking water. 


In another move to conserve the wetlands of the Town, the Conserva- 
tion Commission has purchased, through action at a special Town Meeting, 
two parcels of land in the Cedar Swamp. 


In 1964 the Norfolk County Conservation District made an award 
to the Town of Walpole for its conservation work. Similar awards have 
been made in other years to the individuals who have done the most for 
ccnservation, but never before has such an honor been accorded a Town.

NEW OFFICE OF THE U-HAUL COMPANY which opened in 1964 at the Industrial Park 
on Route 1A. 


The Town lost a most valuable citizen in the death of Herbert W. 
Lewis on April 10. He served the Town as Treasurer from 1938 to 1952, 
was a Walpole fireman for 20 years and was an energetic, public-spirited 
citizen active in Town affairs all his life. 


The Town notes with regret the passing of Edna Buck Field who died 
on December 18, 1963. As a school girl she participated in a contest in 
1914 and won the award for her design which was adopted as the official 
Town Seal. 


Major public works projects during the year included the installation 
of sewer lines in Thomas and Alton Streets and along Washington Street 
to Stone Street; also the rebuilding of the junction of Route 1 and 
Moosehill Road to make school bus operations safer. 


During 1964 the School Committee engaged experts from the Center 
for Field Studies at the Graduate School of Education, Harvard University, 
to study the Walpole school system and make recommendations for its 
future. The results of this study will be examined in 1965 and its recom- 
mendations are expected to have a stimulating and beneficial effect on 
Walpole’s educational program in the years to come. 


The final Polio Clinic was held on March 15th. Including those who 
attended the several clinics held during 1963, more than 13,000 citizens 
participated. There were no cases of polio anywhere in Massachusetts in 


1964. 


Under the auspices of the Lions Club, a successful Glaucoma Clinic 
was held at the New Stone School on October 3 with nearly 100 people 
participating. 


Late in the year the committee appointed to study the refuse and 
rubbish disposal problems of the Town, made its report to the Selectmen

and representatives of other Town boards and committees. The Selectmen 
have announced that they will make a definite recommendation to the 
Town at the 1965 annual meeting. 


During the year several Town officials resigned or retired: 


Lecnard Downs retired as principal of the Junior High School after 
47 years of service in the school system; John McGovern resigned as prin- 
cipal of the Senior High School to become superintendent of schools in 
Abington; Miss Alice Bourassa retired as school dental hygienist after 
37 years of service to the Town; Miss Joan Keady resigned as head nurse 
of the Visiting Nurse Association; Miss Doris Quinn resigned as head 
librarian; and late in December Town Administrator Robert B. Boyd, Jr. 
submitted his resignation, effective on or about February 15, 1965. The 
services of all these public officials will be greatly missed. 


In the closing days of 1964 there was still further indication of the 
continuing growth of the Town with the news of Fire Chief Robert 
M. Gardner's request to the Selectmen for a staff of nine men to be 
employed full time in the Fire Department, in order to relieve the existing 
call system of the full burden and responsibility. This decision, and other 
decisions of policy, administration and staffing face the Town as Walpole 
enters the year 1965.

At the close of 1964, the balance in the Excess and Deficiency Account 
was $472,606.76, showing the Town still continuing in excellent financial 
condition. 


One of the first actions of the Board was to appoint a Committee to 
study the best methods of collection and disposal of rubbish and garbage 
with a view toward improving service in the Town. An excellent report 
was received and accepted, and as a result of it, two articles will appear in 
the 1965 Town Warrant — (1) to establish rubbish collections on a 
weekly basis; and (2) to request an engineering study for sanitary land- 
fill operations within the Town. 


A traffic study was conducted in which high school students partici- 
pated in correlating data. From this study, articles were prepared for 1965 
Town Meeting action for traffic islands, widening of Common Street and 
the adoption of Pedestrian Traffic Control. 


A survey of town administration needs was proposed in 1964 but not 
adopted, and an article again appears in the 1965 Town Meeting warrant. 


Surveys were made of space needs for offices and meeting rooms and 
also of furniture replacements. 


Two cemeteries were officially turned over to the Selectmen, and the 
Board agreed to assume the duties of Cemetery Commissioners until such 
time as it is deemed necessary to establish a separate Commission. 


During the year expansion of water supply was studied, and the 
Board petitioned the Town of Norwood for the purchase of well rights 
from Buckmaster Pond. However, near the end of the year this petition 
was turned down. The Board plans to continue its efforts to increase the 
supply of water in the coming year. 


A new position was created in the Police Department of Police 
Sergeant-Special Investigator and approved by the Board. 


The Master Plan Steering Committee met five times during the year 
to keep all committees informed of town problems and town planning. 


At the 1964 Town Meeting it was voted to increase the term of 
Selectmen to three years. The Board is most grateful for this action, as it 
believes a longer term contributes to better planning in community service 
and programs.

A study was made by the Town Administrator for the Board on the 
height and condition of overhead bridges and of the ways in which 
improvements could be made. The Board requested aid from local repre- 
sentatives and our state senator in the enactment of any legislative bills 
giving financial aid for the raising and improvement of these bridges. 


In July, Walpole by legislative action became a member of the 78 
Cities and Towns comprising the Advisory Board of the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority. In September, Walpole was selected as one 
of the 21-member Executive Committee which approves actions taken by 
the five Directors of the Authority to improve transportation within the 
area of the 78 cities and towns. In November, Walpole joined with nine 
other towns to form the Southwest Area Coordinating Committee for 
regional planning of transportation. 


As its final forward-planning action of the year, the Board appointed a 
Citizens Advisory Committee for Community Improvement, whose mem- 
bers are representatives of churches, civic associations and committees 
within the town. This Committee is to study and advise the Board of 
Selectmen of any funds available for the improvement of the Town from 
legislative action, state and federal, and/or any action deemed necessary 
to secure legislative action.

This year we contracted the cleaning of catch basins. All 1,063 of our 


Cedar Street (see above). 
Old Post Road (see above). 


Federal Street and some of the adjacent areas were drained to 
Plimpton Pond. This involved crossing the railroad. 

An old drain was replaced and extended, from Park to Hunting- 
ion.

price having been $2.40 each. 
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RESURFACING 


Bituminous concrete pavements were placed on Common Street, from 
Shawnee to Washington; Union Street, over the new sewer work; and 
East Street, from Main to School. The Common and East Street jobs were 
Chapter 90. We placed 884 tons of bituminous concrete in our surface 
maintenance program. 


Tar and sand were placed on the following streets: Bruce; Cedar, 
1000 feet at the West Street end and 1500 feet at the Main Street end; 
Cobb; Haynes; High, near Medfield line; Robbins; Towle; Walnut, at 
lower end; Whiting; and Woodruff. Total: 13,968 gals. 


In a departure from past practice, we used no crushed stone in our 
program. Instead, we used a different grade of asphalt and covered it with 
sand. We are pleased with the results so far. This treatment was given to 
the following streets:: Adrienne; Baker; Barstow; Beech; Breezewood; 
Brook; Calvert; Charlotte; Cherry; Clinton; East; Elmcrest; Glen; Glen- 
wood; Harding; Hemlock; High; MacDonald; Marston; Millpond; Mylod, 
railroad to Norwood line; North, Gould to Fisher; Old Post, south of High 
Plain; Plymouth; Public Works Garage access road; Puritan; Short; South, 
Washington to Pine; Summer, Washington to railroad; Sumner; Washing- 
ton, #1784 to South, and May to Short; Washington Street extension; 
West, Lincoln to Norfolk line; and Winter, Main to Norfolk line. Total: 
49,339 gals. 


Our street system mileage increased by 1.5, due to acceptance of new 
streets, bringing our total mileage of accepted Town ways to 73.6. This 
does not include Route 1 and Route 1A (but does include the half mile 
through Walpole center). We have, in addition, 2.7 miles of unaccepted 
ways which we plow. The total mileage of all ways in Walpole, state, 
town, and private, is 84.6. 


We report with regret the death of Samuel Patterson, 61, on Novem- 
ber 11, 1964. He was a life-long resident of Walpole who had worked for 
the town since April 7, 1926. At the time of his death he was a skilled 
worker in the Highway Department. 


PARKS 
MOWING 


The area mowed by the Town was increased somewhat by the addi- 
tion of the playfield at the Boyden School. We now mow approximately 
65 acres of Town property. We also mow a few acres at Bird Athletic 
Field, under a lease agreement. 


SHADE TREES 


We removed 38 dead or diseased shade trees, not counting those 
removed on Cedar and High Streets for road construction. Approximately 
200 trees were trimmed, on Common, Stone, School, Riverside Place, and 
Rhoades Avenue. A total of 117 shade trees were planted. Selected elms 
and black willows along East Street were sprayed. 
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We picked up 112 loads of leaves in the fall during 16% working 
days. This work is expanding; the 1963 total was 88 loads. We used the 
mulch from prior years in three locations; a sewer easement, a drain ease- 
ment, and an intersection. If this mulch had not been available, we would 
have required 35 loads of costly loam. 


RECREATIONAL AREAS 


A new play field, 330 by 160 feet, was created between the High 
School and Plimpton Schools. The work required the excavation of a hill, 
filling of a gully, and removal of a roadway. 

Bird Athletic Field, mentioned earlier, required drainage work before 
any mowing could be done. 

At Turco Field we installed an underground watering system, to 
facilitate sprinkling. An observation tower for game movies was con- 
structed behind the bleacher. 

The ice at Memorial Pond was maintained for skating when possible. 
Early snows on the thin ice ruled out any maintenance in December, 
however. 


CEMETERIES 
This is the first year of our control over the Maple Grove and Rural 
Cemeteries. Through the assistance of the Norfolk County Agricultural 


School, a tree program was initiated at Maple Grove at no cost to the 
Town.

No water restrictions were invoked this year, although public co- 
operation was sought during the summer. It was a very dry year, with 
rainfall below average for seven consecutive months. 

Our efforts to obtain water from the well at Buckmaster Pond were 
to no avail, as the Norwood Selectmen denied the request. The search for 
a new supply goes on. Meanwhile, at our main well field, we washed 131 
wells, renewed 29 lateral lines, and renewed 33 gates.

This mileage of 1.13 brings our system total to 20.31 miles. Addi- 
tional sewerage was constructed but not completed in 1964. Forty-eight 
new services were installed and two removed, bringing the total numer of 
services to 977. 


We constructed a grit chamber on the main outfall sewer for the 
dumping of cesspool and septic tank wastes. Five contractors were licensed 
to use this facility. Previously such refuse had to be dumped outside of 
Walpole.

All milk dealers shipping milk to Walpole were licensed and all restau- 
rants and stores selling milk and cream were inspected and issued licenses.

All new building in unsewered areas, a total of 112 buildings, re- 
ceived direct supervision of sewage disposal systems. Adequate and properly 
constructed facilities are assured by determination of soil porosity, ground 
water determination and surface runoff; final inspection is made before 


backfill. 


Complaints were promptly investigated of unsanitary conditions 
reported or any cases which are included under duties of Health Depart- 
ment. Number of complaints investigated were twenty-eight and total 
inspections made of unsanitary conditions numbered one hundred and 
seventeen. These included advice requested as to repair or addition to 
existing inadequate sewage disposal systems installed prior to adoption of 
modern sanitary code. 


Inspections were made of eating and drinking establishments and 
school cafeterias, also industrial toilets. Bacteria swab counts of eating and 
drinking utensils are usually made at time of inspection. Number of 
inspections is determined by conditions found and corrections required 
to maintain and improve sanitary standards. 


Bacteriological water analysis was made of town supply in various 
parts of town, also swimming facilities, waterways and drainage water as 
required.

The year 1964 proved to be one of varied public health activity for 
the visiting nurses serving the Walpole community. 


Many educational meetings and lectures were attended during the 
year in order to keep us abreast of new trends in public health practice 
and aware of changing community needs and available resources. These 
programs also assisted us in the field of public health nursing to provide 
continuity of care between hospital and home. 


Meetings were held with various professional people and clubs within 
the town to discuss the need for a Family Service in the future. 


The V. N. A. nurses and directors assisted with a survey on mental 
health needs and attended a Massachusetts Legislative Conference on 
“A New Era in Community Mental Health.” 


The many Health, Education, and Welfare Council meetings attended 
certainly made us aware of existing community needs. This inter-agency 
council, as well as the Visiting Nurse Association, is keenly interested in 
establishing an official Home-maker Service in Walpole and surrounding 
communities. As the incidence of chronic illness continues to increase 
along with an increase in the number of elderly people, the need for 
homemakers to assist a family during a crisis of illness is acute and will 
continue to grow in the future. We are actively engaged in gathering 
information and making tentative plans to establish a Homemaker Service. 
The project will require a great deal of research, time, and effort on the 
part of all professional people concerned with its success as well as the 
interest of civic-minded citizens and willingness to assist the project. Thus 
we hope to continue with this worthwhile endeavor for the community in 
the coming year. 


As well as attending educational lectures, we also gave our own 
Speeches to various groups, Women’s Clubs, and organizations regarding 
the role of the visiting nurse in the community and emphasizing the 
importance of public health nursing. 


The nurses assisted at public health clinics. Three polio clinics were 
held resulting in the immunization of 540 people. Assistance was 
given at local bloodmobiles held at Blackburn Hall and the Walpole State 
Prison. Assistance was also given at the Glaucoma Clinic which was 
sponsored by the Lions Club. 


A total of 4,519 nursing services were rendered to the community in 
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1964. In addition to giving nursing care to the acutely and chronically ill, 
many other public health services were given including: 


Maternity and newborn instruction. 

Tuberculosis and polio control. 

Premature baby investigation. 

Health guidance, emotional support, and advice on other 
resources. 

Investigation for medical aid fund. 

Unofficial employment service for private duty nurses, domestic 
help, baby-sitters, and homemakers. 

The lending of medical equipment. 

Assistance with rehabilitation measures and guidance to families 
in order that they could give care during our absence.

The 1964 season at the Dutton Day Camp for mentally retarded per- 
sons began on Monday, July 6th, and was conducted for eight weeks, 
closing on August 28th. Camp was held daily, except on rainy days, from 
9:00 A.M. through 3:00 P.M. with thirty-six youngsters attending from 
Walpole and seven surrounding communities. 


The staff included Donald Sears, director; Elizabeth Delaney, assistant 
director; Patricia Hodgman, Donna Olsen and Daniel Shultz, counselors, 
and a group of teen-age volunteers. Staff members and volunteers demon- 
strated a sincere interest in the welfare of the children and their duties 
were performed with dedication and conscientiously carried out. 


Toys, games and handicraft materials were purchased and a wide range 
of projects were accomplished. Nature walks, field trips, water safety and 
swimming continue to be important segments of the program in helping 
the retarded to enjoy and benefit from the recreation geared to their 
ability and capability. 


There are several short-comings in the area of special recreation as 
it has existed for the past several seasons. The camp facilities are inade- 
quate for maintaining camp during inclement weather and the need to 
purchase heavier play equipment is most evident. A movie projector would 
ke an asset to entertain the youngsters when rain drives them indoors 
until their means of transportation to their homes arrives. Transportation 
in general is a problem and especially in the area of transporting the chil- 
dren to the town pools and/or on field trips. A volunteer corps of adults 
with driver licenses and automobiles willing to donate their time in behalf 
cf the children would be an asset that would assist in alleviating this 
problem. 


The campers and staff sincerely appreciated the interest of Leo Lan- 
zone of the Hi-way Bowl-a-way in East Walpole who made the alleys 
there available on a number of days when inclement weather made it 
impossible to conduct the regularly scheduled program. Also, the coopera- 
tion and generosity of Charles Nasif of Jolly Cholly’s in Attleboro and 
that of Mrs. George Dutton of Walpole is gratefully acknowledged. 


The special recreation program has been sponsored by the Town for 
the past three years through a three member committee appointed yearly 
by the selectmen. It is the consensus of the committee that the program 
can successfully be conducted by a director as a separate department under 
the supervision of the Town Administrator, and it is suggested that the 
Board of Selectmen discharge the Committee for Special Recreation.

In 1964 three officers were appointed to the rank of permanent 
sergeants, namely, Fred Harrison, Edmond Driscoll and Joseph Betro. 


In 1964 (after a year’s trial) a new investigative bureau was set-up 
as a permanent part of the Department. The results of this bureau have 
been more than gratifying, for it is estimated that 30% to 40% more 
cases have been solved since this bureau was set up. 


In 1964 a bank holdup took place in Walpole. Due to swift action, 
prompt assistance from outside agencies and relentless investigation, those 
who allegedly held up the bank are now in custody, awaiting trial. 


In April, a three day study and survey of traffic flow was undertaken 
in the Center of Town. Temporary islands and one way streets were set 
up. During the test, a unique question and answer poll was undertaken by 
High School students and the data that they compiled will be of value to 
us for future planning. Some segments of the test proved to be successful; 
other parts, due to the present physical make-up of the Center, were not 
successful. 


In the past year, officers from the Department attended many train- 
ing sessions sponsored by the F.B.I. and State agencies. Also a fine course 
on juvenile delinquency was sponsored by the Division of Youth Serv- 
ice. (State). For the first time in the history of the Department, a Wal- 
pole police officer was enrolled at the fine State Police Training Academy. 
The officer was Peter Dalton, who attended the Academy for six weeks and 
successfully passed all fields of training and graduated on December 11, 
1964. Other officers will ke enrolled in 1965. 


The Police Pistol Team once again enjoyed a very successful year, 
and again captured the Norfolk County Trust Company trophy for the 
seventh time since the league was formed nine years ago. The team also 
competed in other matches and exhibitions held locally and in the New 
England area. They won many team and individual honors. All members 
in the Department are required to fire in the pistol matches and are 
required to fire the Practical Pistol Course which is recommended by the 
F.B.I. for regular police work. 


At the present time a study is being made in order to improve and 
streamline our records and filing system. 


In 1964 a few major crimes were committed and we had scattered 
juvenile problems, but we did not have a serious crime wave. Our juvenile 
problems were not constant and it is believed that if we have been at all 
succes‘ful, part of it can be traced to our program regarding the preven- 
tion of crime and another part of the success picture can Le traced to the 
splendid cooperation of many citizens in this Town. It is a fact that a 
community’s crime rate is primarily a product of its citizens. Positive 
action to reduce crime must begin with each individual citizen, and to 
aid citizens along these lines the Police Department distributed through- 
out the Town a booklet entitled “Guardians of Your Welfare and Pro- 
perty”, (sponsored by The Walpole Co-operative Bank and assistance in 
distributing was undertaken by the Boy Scouts.) To both we are indeed 
grateful. We hope you have all read it and we recommend that you glance 
through it from time to time.

The following are some statistics taken from the F.B.I. Uniform Crime 
report which we believe will be of interest to our citizens: 


More than two and one quarter million serious crimes were reported 
during 1963, a 10 percent increase over 1962. 


National crime rate: 12 serious offenses per 1000 inhabitants in 1963. 
Nine percent increase over 1962. Since 1958, crime has increased five 
times faster than our population growth. 


Four serious crimes occurred each minute during 1963. 


Almost one million burglaries reported in 1963. Retail stores and 
other non-residences accounted for 55 percent of these crimes. Ninety-one 
percent of all non-residence burglaries occurred at night. 


Property stolen in 1963 was valued in excess of $785 million. Average 
value per robbery $276, burglary $211, larceny $82, and auto thefts $927. 
Stolen property loss was cut to 46 cents on each dollar by police action. 


Almost 400,000 cars were stolen in 1963 with a value in excess of 
$369 million. Ninety-one percent were recovered by police. 


In 1963 there was one murder every hour, forcible rape, one every 
32 minutes, robbery one every 5 minutes, burglary one every 32 seconds, 
larceny ($50 and over) one each minute, and auto thefts, one each 
minute. 


Eighty-eight police were killed in the line of duty; 55 were murdered 
as a result of criminal action in 1963. Eleven police officers per 100 were 
assaulted during the course of duty.

Delivery of our new, 1000 gallon per minute engine and rescue piece 
was received this summer. This unique piece of fire apparatus has already 
proven its value. It has several features that are quite different from the 
standard engine or pumper and it is hoped that any interested citizen will 
take the time to come to the Center Station and examine it. Fire person- 
nel and chiefs from many towns have visited Walpole especially to view 
this equipment. 


Our Department Training Program has continued monthly under the 
direction of our able Assistant Chief, Chester Donnell, who is also the 
Department Training Officer. In the good weather, this program is con- 
ducted twice a week. 


Some of our firefighters were able to take part in the Massachusetts 
Fire Department Drill Instructors’ training seminar held on the Cape this 
fall and all received completion certificates. 
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HONORABLY RETIRED. Two old fire engines were retired from service in 1964: Engine 
No. 2, Reserve was a 1923 Ahrens Fox 750 G.P.M. and Engine No. 4, Reserve was a 
1926 Ahrens Fox 750 G.P.M. 


The Chief and the Assistant Chief took a teaching course with the 
emphasis on fire training held by the Massachusetts Department of Educa- 
tion. They received diplomas at its completion. 


The number of alarms our department responded to this year is again 
ahead of the previous year as our town continues to grow. 


In keeping with the Department’s efforts to give the town the best 
possible protection from fire and fire hazards, the Chief is again asking 
for a few permanent firefighters with which to augment our present call 
force. This action was strongly recommended by the Fire Underwriters 
Rating Survey made on Walpole as long ago as 1940. It is also included 
in our Master Plan and endorsed by all fire administrative personnel. We 
now have the dubious distinction of being the largest town in Massachu- 
setts with no permanent firefighters. 


We had several major fires this year, both structural and forestry. The 
mutual aid received by us from our neighboring towns was greatly 


appreciated. 
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A new forest fire truck was ordered this year with delivery expected 
in the early part of 1965. This replaces a worn out 1945 forest fire truck. 


I take this opportunity to thank all of our Firefighters for their efforts 
and time in 1964. Leaping out of a warm bed to answer an alarm on a 
cold and icy winter night is but one small part of their services to our town. 
I also thank the Board of Selectmen, the Town Aministrator, all other town 
officials, town employees and our local citizenry for their help and 


cooperation throughout the year.

Fire Alarm Maintenance 


During the year five fire alarm boxes were replaced as a result of the 
box replacement program. Four new street boxes were installed and two 
master boxes on buildings were added to our system. All boxes were 
checked periodically for defects and rewound after each alarm. The wire 
replacement program continued as in the past. 

Service interruptions on our system were negligible. A total of 2,133 
manhours were expended on maintenance, testing, repairs and new con- 
struction during the year. A total of 398 alarms were sounded over the 
system during the year. This is approximately a 10% increase over the 
previous year.

At the end of 1964, the library’s big need is expansion; all departments 
at the Main Library are bursting at the seams. To maintain the library's 
standards and to meet public demand, it is continually necessary to buy 
newly published books, but at the same time, older books, still of immense 
value in the non-fiction and reference sections must not be discarded. 
Money for preliminary plans for an expanded library was voted at this 
year’s town meeting, and the Study Committee has been working with the 
architect and library consultant in order to have a definite plan to present 
to the 1965 annual meeting. 


The anticipated regional program of inter-library book exchanges has 
still not become operative. Progress has been made, but the mechanics of 
the system still have to be completed. 


Reference work, with excellent co-operation from the school librarians 
and teachers was the Library’s big contribution to the expanding education 
system in the schools. The reference sections of the main library and both 
branches will continue being built up, in order to make it possible for 
adults and young people to find answers to their many and varied 
questions. 


An inventory of the reference and fiction sections revealed that many 
books have unaccountably disappeared from the shelves. To replace 
missing reference books—volumes of encyclopedias and the like—means 
that money budgeted for new books must be used for replacements.

The celebration of National Library Week in April was sponsored, 
planned and directed by the Walpcle Historical Society. Merchants co- 
operated by having displays of books in their windows, each display tied 
in with the early history of Walpole. Especially effective were C. E. Holt 
Company’s windows, where old-time wedding dresses and some nineteenth 
century children’s outfits were displayed, along with books on sewing and 
costume design. A collection of rare and old books displayed in the glass 
case in the Reading Room at the library formed the background for other 
antique articles at the Open House held by members of the Historical 
Society on Saturday, the last day of the celebration. 


At the East Walpole Branch a complete re-decoration of the attic space 
—new floor, ceiling, electrical outlets and paint—has converted it into an 
attractive useful room for staff members. 


After twenty-one years of service at the East Walpole Branch, 
Mrs. Nils Lindequist has resigned. Her many artistic displays will be 
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sorely missed, as well as the exceptional posters she designed and painted 
to stimulate children to join the Summer Reading Club. 


The North Walpole Branch Library, too, had a face-lifting with a new 
floor in the Adult Room and a complete paint clean-up throughout. This 
branch shows a big increase both in registered borrowers and the circula- 
tion of books, reflecting the continuing population growth in this area of 
the town. Teachers at the Old Fisher building co-operate with the Branch 
Librarian to their mutual advantage. 


Several of the library personnel have completed courses for profes- 
sional improvement and development. Mrs. Louise Hawkins, Supervisor of 
Young People’s Work, together with Mrs. Loretta Parasco, Children’s 
Librarian at the East Branch, completed a helpful course in the selection 
of books. Mrs. Dorothy Wronski, Circulation Librarian, attending a series 
of stimulating meetings in Sharon, completed a course in “The Library 
as an Information Center’. Mrs. Dolores Munson, assistant in the catalog- 
ing department, has taken a course in Cataloging and Classification given 
by the Massachusetts Division of University Extension; while Mrs. Grace 
Stornanti of the Young People’s Department has taken the examination 
qualifying her for the state certificate in librarianship. 


The circus was the theme of this year’s Summer Reading Club for 
children. A fine percentage of children at the Main Library and the 
branches earned their certificates for reading the required number of 
books. Stress was laid on reading as a good vacation pastime. 


Much interest was evidenced in the Children’s Story Hours conducted 
every Saturday morning between November and April at the Main and 
East Branch libraries. 


During National Children’s Book Week in November over three 
hundred new children’s books were displayed at Blackburn Memorial Hall. 
Classes from the schools visited the Book Fair at fifteen minute intervals to 
look over the books and make lists of those they'd like to borrow from the 
library later. As an innovation this year, twenty-five mothers assisted the 
librarians in greeting over 1200 children and adults. 


The staff and trustees regretted Miss Doris Quinn's resignation as 
Head Librarian, at the same time wishing her success in the school 
librarian field. Miss Quinn had worked at the East Walpole Branch and in 
the Children’s Room at the Main Library before becoming Head Librarian 
in April, 1957. She had given loyal and efficient service to the town and 
its library for over twenty years, and will be greatly missed. 


Mrs. Ethelle Cobb directed the library from September until her 
retirement on December 31. Although handicapped by a broken leg suf- 
fered in October, Mrs. Cobb carried on her duties ably helped by Mrs. 
Nancy Thomas with the support cf the entire staff, which rallied to do its 
best in a difficult situation. 


Many friends of the library have given books, paperbacks, and record- 
ings during the year. The library wishes to express its appreciation for 
these donations and for other considerations offered by townspeople. The 
staff pledges its continued readiness to serve them wherever possible.

Public Hearings 
are conducted in the Selectmen’s Room at the Town Hall. 


The function of the Board of Appeals is to hear and pass upon peti- 
tions presented to it under the Zoning By-Law. Public hearings are held 
on petition of any owner, prospective owner, or lessee who feels due to 
unusual conditions the Zoning By-Laws inflict greater restriction or hard- 
ship on his land than on the general area or district. 
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Within the framework of these local regulations, and the state enabling 
act, permission to undertake a particular use may be granted as follows: 
1. Asa right stipulated in the By-Laws. 
2. By securing a permit from the Board of Appeals. 
3. By securing a variance from the Board of Appeals. 
4, By appeal to the courts. 


All decisions by the board are prepared in writing and filed with the 
Town Clerk, where they are available for public perusal.

Veterans’ Services 


JAMES J. FITZGIBBONS, Director-Agent 


During the past year this Department rendered services to approxi- 
mately 300 veterans and/or their dependents. Many of these services were 
for claims against the Veterans’ Administration, such as pensions for 
eligible veterans, widows and children of veterans. Because of these services, 
several thousand dollars of Federal Veterans’ benefits have been brought to 
these eligible veterans of Walpole. Also by calling attention to certain vet- 
erans and their dependents of changes in the Veterans’ Pension law 
effective January 1, 1965, we shall be able to obtain more pension money 
for those who were previously disqualified due to income limitations. 


Whenever possible, hospitalization of veterans is obtained in the 
V. A. Hospitals, thereby possibly saving the Town hospital bills. We also 
point out that by obtaining pensions for veterans and their dependents we 
are thereby helping these veterans and their dependents to stay off certain 
relief rolls. 


Medical care for recipients of Veterans benefits under Chapter 115 of 
the General Laws of Massachusetts has amounted to approximately one- 
third of the total expenditures of Veterans’ Benefits in 1964. I see no 
decline for 1965 in regard to this care. 


Of the total of $17,000 appropriated for Veterans’ Benefits in 1964 
approximately $12,000 was expended for benefits under Chapter 115, 
General Laws of Massachusetts. 


We thank all for their kindness and co-operation.

The Planning Board in addition to holding its regular meetings on the 
first and third Tuesdays of each month, held approximately 35 special 
meetings during the year 1964. 


The regular meetings covered such functions as signing plans; holding 
public hearings for subdivisions, zoning changes and street acceptances; 
normal correspondence, etc. 


The special meetings were devoted to planning the growth of the 
town, with the Master Plan as its guide. In order to initiate and develop 
effective objectives, the Planning Board worked with the town committees 
involved with these aims. 


The standouts of these o>djectives were (1) revising the rules and 
regulations, (2) revising the Zoning By-Laws, (3) investigating cluster 
zoning and (4) preparing a Flood Plain Zoning District. 

The Planning Board intends to engage a full time planning engineer, 
or a part time consultant after the forthcoming annual meeting. As 
explained in our 1963 report, this engineer or consultant's principal duties 
would be to work with the Planning Board in carrying out town planning 
and to assist the Planning Board in handling the increased duties that it is 
now being called upon to administer. 

The meetings of the Planning Board are open to the public. An 
invitation is extended to ail citizens to attend the meetings in order that 


they may become more cognizant of the duties and functions of the 
Planning Board they elected.

In addition to the many individuals who used and enjoyed the Town 
Forest in 1964, over 500 Boy Scouts from the Old Colony Council held a 
Camporee in the Forest in the Spring; a local National Guard unit of 
about 100 men camped in the Forest; and the Girl Scouts made use of the 
Forest during the day. 


A major project this year was the digging of a new Fire Pond in the 
area east of Washington Street. This was under the supervision of the 
Norfolk County Conservation District with 50% financial assistance from 
the U. S. Government. 


Logging operations were carried on under the supervision of the Nor- 
folk County Conservation District forester, according to a selective cutting 


plan. 


At a Special Town Meeting the Town authorized the granting of an 
easement of over two acres of Town Forest land to the Boston Edison 
Company, in the form of a 300-foot wide strip of land for the erection of 
power lines. 


Men from the Norfolk County House of Correction spent 4010 man 
hours on various projects which included:

Because of the multiple changes and revisions of statutes, the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare has experienced an extremely active year. 


Effective as of January 1, 1964, Chapter 122 of the General Laws was 
amended by abolishment of legal settlement for determining public welfare 
responsibility and all cases were aided in accordance with the provisions of 
the particular category of assistance for which they were eligible. 


Throughout the year the State Department transmitted several revis- 
ions in Fee Schedules for the Medical Care Plan affecting per diem charges 
for care in Hospitals, Public Medical Institutions, Nursing Homes, as well 
as revisions governing dental services. All revisions of fees for hospitals 
and public medical institutions were certified by the Division of Hospital 
Costs and Finances in accordance with the pertinent sections of the 
General Laws, while nursing home per diem rates are established by a 
Rate Setting Board. 


Our Medical Care Plan governs all categories of assistance and the 
said Plan is the rule of all Boards of Public Welfare in providing, approving 
and paying for all items of medical care for public assistance recipients. 


There was an increase in the allowance for leisure time activities and 
revisions of children’s exemptions under Old Age Assistance as well as a 
revision of the policies with reference to income and personal property 
exemptions together with children’s exemptions for those recipients of 
Medical Assistance for the Aged. It was necessary to check all files 
because of increased benefits to O.A.S.I. beneficiaries and liberalization in 
Veterans’ pensions. 
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It is our firm conviction that each and every case and individual 
received just and equitable treatment from this Department; it is our 
desire that this type of action and policy be continued. 


The Board Members and Administrators extend their sincere appreci- 
ation and thanks to all those dedicated individuals who aided us in the 
performance of our work throughout the year.

The Commission believes that the completion of Route 95 will bring 
about more active consideration of Walpole for industrial development 
and expansion. The ever-widening circle emanating from the Route 128 
area has reached us and the combination of available land and Route 95 
should place Walpole in a favorable position. 


A schedule of Commission brochure mailings to selected lists of 
industrial realtors, plant locators and industrial concerns was instituted, 
and approximately 200 brochures and letters have been sent during the 
year. 
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An aerial photograph of Walpole has been ordered for use in dis- 
plays and discussions with industrial prospects developers. A copy of this 
photograph will be given to the Massachusetts Department of Commerce 
and Industry for their use in the Massachusetts exhibits at trade seminars 
throughout the United States and Canada. The Conservation Commission 
has assisted in this project. 


Your Commission has met on many occasions with the Master Plan 
Committee and other Walpole committees to discuss policies for our town. 
Meetings were also held with surrounding towns to discuss regional plan- 
ning. The Commission initiated the action which resulted in the replace- 
ment of the water mains in Route 1 and Pine Street to supply the industrial 
and commercial developments in the area. Joint study of land usage with 
the Planning Board culminated in the submission of an article to the 
Annual Town Meeting to rezone land for industrial use adjacent to 
Route 95 and Coney Street. 


The Commission believes that we need to attract more industry 
which will: 


1. Contribute more in tax returns than it will cost the town in 
services; 


2. Not use an excessive amount of water; 
3. Create no undue traffic, odors, or other nuisances; 


4. Be within the framework of the Master Plan. 


Continued effort will be required, not only on the part of the Com- 
mission, but more importantly on the part of the Town, if we are to be 
successful in our quest. A townwide attitude favorable to industry is one 
of the most valuable assets Walpole can have in attracting desirable 
industrial growth.

We have worked closely with, and appreciate, the cooperation 
received from the Norfolk Conservation District, which has now been 
put under the jurisdiction of the Mass. Dept. of Natural Resources. The 
Town this year has petitioned them to work up a series of Soil Maps 
which will be purchased in 1965. They will show at a glance the different 
types of soil in the Town, and will help immeasurably in arriving at sound 
decisions as to use of areas in the Town by the Conservation Commission, 
Planning Board, Industrial Commission, Board of Selectmen, Engineering 
Department, Appropriations Committee and others. The U. S. Soil 
Conservation Service is making a comprehensive study of the Diamond- 
Spring Brook watershed and an application is in for a similar study of 
the Traphole Brook watershed. We expect recommendations stemming 


from these studies will give us important projects for the preservation and 
use of these areas. 


Work is proceeding on the drawing up of a Flood Plain Zoning 
Amendment to our Zoning By-laws, which was started last year. 
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The establishment of a Cedar Swamp Conservation Area promulgated 
by the Revised Master Plan was the object of a major effort this year. 
The acquisition by purchase of 26 acres was approved by the Town at a 
Special Town Meeting in September. Eighty more acres have been nego- 
tiated and await Town Meeting action in 1965. The acceptance of a gift 
of approximately 10 acres from Bird Machine Co. likewise will be acted 
upon at Town Meeting in 1965. This coupled with a request for the Town 
to turn over a number of Town-owned lots in Cedar Swamp for conserva- 
tion purposes will give the town a nucleus of approximately 250 acres 
upon which to build the Conservation Area so vital to the Town as a 
water in-soak area, small game preserve, and for flood control purposes. 


A plan for developing a recreation area at the south end of Willet 
Pond was worked up with the cooperation of the Conservation District 
and has been turned over to the Town Recreation Committee. 


A program for the preservation of the School Meadow Brook water- 
shed at the juncture of the three towns of Walpole, Sharon and Foxboro 
near Pine Street is being worked on cooperatively by the Conservation 
Commissions of the three towns. 


In November the Town of Walpole received a special award from the 
Norfolk County Conservation District for keing that Town in Norfolk 
County to have made the greatest strides in conservation for the year 1964. 
This is an accolade from professionals in the field for the over-all effort of 
many Town organizations and individuals including the Town Forest 
Committee, the Neponset Valley Trust, Sportsmen’s Clubs, Town officials 
and many others. 


This comes down in the final analysis to you the people who make up 
Walpole, who support these projects realizing that these God-given natural 
resources are not limitless but must be preserved and used wisely if we are 
to pass on anything of value to the generations to come. We think this 
has been a very fruitful year in this regard and look forward eagerly to an 
even greater 1965. 


Civil Defense 


HENRY B. PIERCE, Director 


Twice during the past year, Walpole Civil Defense has been placed 
on alert. On Saturday, May 9th, due to tornado warnings and again on 
Monday, May 25th, due to forest fire danger, the State Director of Civil 
Defense ordered all local C.D. Directors to place their organizations on a 
standby status. On both occasions, the alert was rescinded before personnel 
were called out. 


The first stage of reorganization of the Walpole Civil Defense Team 
was completed early this year with an initial meeting of the section chiefs 
being held in April. 


A new section of the Walpole C.D. Team has been formed. This 
unit, tentatively known as the Mobile Medical Team, is composed of doc- 
tors, nurses, and technicians. It is our hope that this unit will be 
operational by summer. 
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Training programs were attended by various C.D. team members, 
with the Medical Section being very active. Notable, were a five day 
course in C.D. Emergency Hospital Administration, a visit by the Medical 
team to a C.D. Emergency Hospital at Fort Devens, a five day Shelter 
Manager Instructor Course at Brooklyn, N. Y., C.D. Training Center, a 
thirty hour Disaster Nursing Course, and a two week Chemical, Biological 
and Radiological Course at Fort Devens. 


In addition to distributing C.D. book covers and posters, etc., many 
individual requests for information and assistance have received attention. 


It is interesting to note the number of citizens who are becoming 
aware of the part that Civil Defense can play in our community, and are 
coming forward to help. It is these members of our community that your 
Director especially wants to thank for their support.

Harvard Study 


During the year 1964 the Walpole School Committee entered into a 
contract with the Center For Field Studies at the Graduate School of 
Education, Harvard University. The Superintendent of Schools and the 
School Committee were concerned with the expansion of the school system, 
the competition for the services of qualified teachers, the quality of our 
educational offerings, and the administrative structure needed. It is the 
sincere desire of both contracting parties that the people of Walpole and 
the professional staff will look upon the Harvard Report as a Master Plan 
complete with many rcommendations which, if carried out in the coming 
years, will stimulate and improve the quality of education in our schools. 


It was a pleasure to work with Dr. Herold Hunt, Dr. Vincent Conroy 
and their associates during this study. Their constant query “How can we 
make it better?” will make a lasting imprint on the school system in the 
years to come. 


Library Program 


Our school library program continues to improve. We now have 
modern libraries functioning at the Senior High, East Junior High, Boyden 
and Old Post Road Schools. The new West Junior High will have an 
excellent library located near a main entrance which will make it con- 
venient for servicing students during non-school hours and non-school days. 
The School Committee has selected the Bird School as the next school on 
the schedule for improving library facilities and services. 
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RIBBON-CUTTING ceremony as 
the Old Post Road Elementary 
School first opened. Superin- 
tendent John Powers and Prin- 
cipal Harold Varney greet the 
youngsters. 


We are greatly encouraged by the fact that the Harvard Study com- 
mends our library program and states that “One of the best features of the 
Walpole Schools is the degree to which the school library staff and the 
teaching staff cooperate for the education of Walpole students.” 


School Enrollment 


Our public schools opened in September with a record enrollment of 
4198 pupils. It was necessary to house three North Walpole sixth grades 
at the East Junior High School, one Plimpton sixth grade at the Boyden 
School and to go into double sessions at the Bird School. 


The opening of the Old Post Road School on November 9, 1964 
relieved the strain at the Bird School and placed another modern school in 
Walpole’s steadily expanding system. 


Pressure on the Stone and Fisher Schools as well as the Senior High 
School will be greatly diminished when the new West Junior High opens 
September 7, 1966. In the meantime we will have larger classes than desir- 
able this year and in the school year 1965-1966.

Considering the total senior class, 149 students, or 72% of the class 
of 207, are planning on post-high school education. The remaining future 
plans are: Service—5 %, Work—17%, Marriage—1 %, Undecided—5 %.

Last year the Debate Club greatly expanded its horizons, competing in 
a total of over 100 interscholastic debates as compared to fewer than twenty 
the year before. This year the students are more active and twenty-two 
different individuals have already won at least one debate against another 
school.

Your Counsel has drafted conveyances and other legal instruments, 
advised on all questions relating to the Warrants for Town Meetings and 
every professional act relating to Town affairs which has been asked of 
him by various boards and Town officials. He has, when requested by the 
various boards and officials of the Town, furnished written opinions on 
legal questions that have been submitted to him in writing, and has 
furnished legal advice to officers of the Town upon subjects concerning 
the duties incumbent upon such officers by virtue of their office. He has 
also appeared in the Superior Courts of the Commonwealth in defense of 
suits brought against the Town and its officers. He has met with the 
various boards and officials and given legal advice concerning matters 
material to the particular office or board. 


He has been pleased to cooperate with the Conservation Committee 
in enlarging the scope of its work which does entail a considerable amount 


of legal work.

ARTICLE 2.—High School Principal, John McGovern, as Chairman of the 
Committee on Regional Vocational School Study read the following report: 


REPORT OF REGIONAL VOCATIONAL HIGH SCHOOL STUDY COMMITTEE 


Since its appointment in August, 1963, this Committee has investigated two 
proposed Regional Vocational High Schools. The first is comprised of several com- 
munities to the north and east of Walpole: Canton, Norwood, Randolph, Avon, 
Braintree and Holbrook. 


These communities all voted affirmatively at town meetings or through spe- 
cial referenda during the past two months to accept a proposed agreement to pro- 
ceed with a Regional Vocational High School. The tentative site is in Canton. 


These several communities have had study committees working for three years. 
The final agreement was drawn up in the Spring of 1963. 


The Walpole Committee has been invited to meet with this Blue Hills Regional 
Vocational School Committee to investigate the procedures involved in Walpole’s 
“buying into” this proposed school. 


In January, 1964, school administrators from North Attleboro, Franklin, Med- 
way, Norfolk, ‘Plainville, Wrentham and Walpole met with a Massachusetts State 
Department of Education representative relative to a Regional Vocational High 
School in that area. Following a survey by the State Department of Education to 
determine need, study committees from these several towns will study jointly a 
proposal for a Regional Vocational High School. 


The Walpole Study Committee cannot involve the Town of Walpole in any 
commitment. No appropriation has been made nor is an appropriation requested at 
the present time. 


We move that this report be accepted as a report of progress and that the 
Committee be continued.

Chairman Eleanor N. Johnson, of the Selectmen, presented a verbal report of 
progress on the question of Urban Renewal. 


VOTED: That the Town vote to petition the Legislature for permission to 
amend the Charter and By-Laws as follows: 
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ARTICLE 2 
REPORT OF CHARTER AND BY-LAW COMMITTEE 
VOTED: That the following changes to the By-Laws be accepted as presented: 


Section 1. The annual town meeting of the Town of Walpole shall be held 
on the third Monday of January. 


Section 2. All matters to be considered at the annual town meeting, except 
the election of officers and other matters required by law to be determined by ballot, 
shall be considered at the adjournment thereof, to be held the first Monday of 
(March following at half past seven o’clock in the evening. If the business of the 
adjourned meeting shall not be completed at half past ten o’clock in the evening, 
the meeting shall be adjourned in accordance with the provisions of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts. 


Section 3. On and after July first in the year nineteen hundred and sixty- 
four the quorum of voters for town meetings shall be 200 voters, provided, however, 
that a number of voters less than this quorum may from time to time adjourn a 
meeting and provided that such quorum shall not apply to such parts of meetings 
as are devoted exclusively to the election of town officers. 


BOARD OF SELECT MEN 


Section 4. The Board of Selectmen shall be the executive authority of the 
Town of Walpole and shall be vested with all authority provided by the General 
Laws of Massachusetts. 


Section 5. At the first annual town meeting following the 1964 town meeting 
the voters shall elect by ballot five selectmen; one for a term of one year, two for a 
term of two years and two for a term of three years, who shall serve until their 
successors are elected and qualified. Beginning with the annual town meeting of 
the year 1966 the elective term of a selectman shall be three years. If a vacancy or 
vacancies occur in the membership of the Board of Selectmen, the remaining mem- 
bers shall call a special town meeting to fill the vacancy or vacancies for the unex- 
pired term or terms, except that if such vacancy or vacancies occur less than three 
months prior to the next annual town meeting and at least three selectmen remain 
in office, such vacancy or vacancies shall remain unfilled until the next annual town 
meeting. 


Section 6. The Board of Selectmen shall act as sewer commissioners, water 
commissioners, park commissioners, surveyors of highways, board of public welfare, 
board of health, and tree wardens subject to the provisions of this act. 


TOWN CLERK 


Section 7. The Board of Selectmen shall have the power to appoint a person 
suitably qualified to the office of Town Clerk. He shall hold office during the pleasure 
of the Board of Selectmen and shall be sworn to the faithful performance of his 
duties by the chairman of the Board of Selectmen or other qualified authority. 


Section 8. The Town (Clerk shall enjoy all the powers and rights and be 
subject to all duties and liabilities which are now, or may hereafter be conferred or 
imposed by law on Town Clerks. 


TOWN ACCOUNTANT 


Section 9. The Board of Selectmen shall have the power to appoint a person 
suitably qualified to the office of Town Accountant. He shall hold office for three 
years from the date of his appointment or until his successor is qualified except as is 
herein otherwise provided. He shall be sworn to the faithful performance of his 
duties by the chairman of the Board of Selectmen or other qualified authority. 


Section 10. The Town Accountant shall enjoy all the powers and rights and 
be subject to all duties and liabilities which are now, or may hereafter, be conferred 
or imposed by law upon Town Accountants. 


Section 11. In case of a vacancy in the office of the Town Accountant the 
Selectmen shall forthwith fill the vacancy for the unexpired term. 
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BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


Section 12. The Board of Selectmen shall appoint a board of three persons to 
be known as the Board of Public Welfare, who shall be residents of the town and, 
except as hereinafter provided, shall hold no elective office in the town. The mem- 
bers of said board shall hold office at the pleasure of the Board of Selectmen, and 
subject to the direction and supervision of the Board of Selectmen, shall exercise the 
powers and perform the duties of the Board of Public Welfare. The Board of 
Selectmen may appoint one or more of their own number as a member or members 
of said Board of Public Welfare. 


PLANNING BOARD 


Section 13.—A town Planning Board is hereby established under the provisions 
of the General Laws (Ter. Edition) Chapter 41, Section 81A (Acts of 1936, 
Chapter 211) to consist of five members to be elected by ballot at the Annual Town 
Meeting in January 1941, and thereafter in accordance with the provisions of the 
statute. 


LEGAL AFFAIRS 


Section 14. The Board of Selectmen shall have the authority to prosecute, 
defend and compromise all litigation to which the town is a party and to employ 
counsel. 


Section 15. Whenever it shall be necessary to execute any deed conveying 
land or any other instrument required to carry into effect any vote of the town, 
the same shall be executed by the Treasurer on behalf of the town unless the town 
shall vote otherwise. 


TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


Section 16. The Board of Selectmen shall have the authority to appoint a 
Town Administrator who, except as provided elsewhere in this act, shall be the 
administrative head of all departments of the town government, the conduct of 
which is by the general laws and by this act placed upon the Board of Selectmen of 
the town. 


Section 17. The Town Administrator shall be subject to the direction and 
supervision of the Board of Selectmen and shall hold office at the will of the Board 
of Selectmen. He shall be a person especially fitted by education, training and 
experience to perform the duties of said office. He shall be appointed without regard 
to his political belief, and he may or may not, when appointed, be a resident of the 
town or state. He shall be responsible for the efficient administration of all depart- 
ments under his control. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the Town 
Administrator shall be sworn to the faithful and impartial performance thereof by 
the chairman of the Board of Selectmen or other qualified authority. He shall also 
provide the town with surety for the faithful performance of his duties in such sum 
as may be fixed by the Board of Selectmen and with a surety company acceptable to 
the Board of Selectmen. Said bond shall be paid for by the town. 


Section 18. The powers and duties of the Town Administrator shall include 
the following: 


To organize, continue, or discontinue such divisions or departments as may be 
determined by vote of the Board of Selectmen, or, in the absence of such vote, as 
he shall determine to be required for the efficient conduct of his office. 


To appoint upon merit and fitness alone, except as herein otherwise provided, 
to remove all superintendents or department heads and all subordinate officers and 
employees in such departments upon a five-day notice in writing which will state 
the cause of such removal. 


To exercise control over all such departments or divisions created, or that may 
hereafter be created, and made subject to his supervision. 


To attend all regular meetings of the Board of Selectmen, and to recommend 
to the Board of Selectmen for adoption such measures as may require action by it or 
by the town. 
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To keep full and complete records of the doings of his office, and to render as 
often as may be required by the Board of Selectmen a full report of all operations 
during the period reported on; and annually, or more often if required by the Board 
of Selectmen, to make a synopsis of all reports for publication. 


To keep the Board of Selectmen fully advised as to the needs of the town 
within the scope of his duties, and to furnish the Board of Selectmen on or before 
the thirty-first of December of each year with a detailed written list of the appro- 
priations required for the proper conduct of all departments of the town under his 
control during the next fiscal year. 


To keep all town buildings in repair. 


To purchase, except as provided in Section 27, all supplies and materials for all 
departments of the town under the control of the Board of Selectmen. He shall, 
however, purchase educational supplies upon the request of the School Committee 
when such a request is accompanied by a proper requisition. 


To administer the health regulations of the town as required by the by-laws, 
or as made by the Board of Selectmen in addition to those provided by statute, either 
directly or through a person appointed by tie Board of Selectmen to be designated 
as the Health Officer, and who, under the supervision of the Board of Selectmen, 
shall exercise the powers and perform the duties of a Board of Health. 


To act, subject to the approval of the state Department of Conservation, as local 
superintendent for the suppression of insects and vermin with the powers and duties 
now or hereafter provided by law with respect to said office. 


To perform such other duties, consistent with his office, as may be required 
of him by the by-laws of the town or by vote of the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 19. The Town Administrator may without notice cause the affairs of 
any division or department under his control, or the conduct of any officer ot 
employee thereof, to be examined. The Town Administrator or any person or persons 
appointed by him to examine the affairs of any such department or the conduct of 
any such officer or employee shall have the same power to compel the attendance of 
witnesses and the production of books, papers and other evidence, and to cause the 
Witnesses to be sworn and to be punished for contempt as is conferred by law upon 
the Board of Selectmen. The Town Administrator shall have access to all town books 
and papers for information necessary for the proper performance of his duties. 


Section 20. The Board of Selectmen, by a majority vote, may remove the 
Town Administrator by filing a written statement with the Town Clerk setting 
forth in detail the specific reasons for his removal, a copy of which statement shall 
be delivered to the Town Administrator. Such removal shall not take effect until the 
expiration of ten days from the filing of such statement with the Town Clerk; but if 
so recited in the statement the Town Administrator shall be suspended from office 
forthwith. If the Town Administrator so requests within said ten day period, 
a public hearing will be given to him by the Board of Selectmen, and in such 
event the removal of the Town Administrator shall not take effect until a 
written decision following the hearing and providing for removal shall have been 
filed with the Town Clerk. Such decision by a majority of the Board of Selectmen 
shall be final. 


Section 21. Any vacancy in the office of Town Administrator shall be filled 
as soon as possible by the Board of Selectmen. Pending the appointment of a Town 
Administrator or the filling of any vacancy, the Board of Selectmen may appoint a 
person to temporarily perform the duties of the office. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Section 22. The Board of Selectmen shall establish a police department as 
herein provided. It shall appoint a Chief of Police and such other police officers as 
it may deem necessary. 


Section 23. All police officers shall be subject to Civil Service rules and regu- 
lations as provided by the General Laws of Massachusetts and adopted by the Town. 
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Section 24. The Chief of Police shall be in immediate control of all town 
property used by the police department, and of the police officers who shall obey his 
orders. 


Section 25. The Board of Selectmen shall make suitable regulations govern- 
ing the organization of the police department and the officers thereof. 


CONSTABLES 


Section 26. The Board of Selectmen shall annually in February appoint three 
constables, each for a term of one year from the following first day of March; and 
may at any time appoint as many additional constables as, in its opinion, may be 
necessary, who shall hold office at the pleasure of the Board of Selectmen. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Section 27. The Board of Selectmen shall establish a fire department under the 
control of an officer known as the Chief of the Fire Department. The Chief of the 
Fire Department shall be appointed by the Board of Selectmen and shall hold office 
at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen. The Board of Selectmen may remove the 
Chief of the Fire Department from office at any time subsequent to a hearing. 


The Chief of the Fire Department shall be charged with the duty of preventing 
and extinguishing fires in tiie Town of Walpole. He shall.also be charged with the 
duty of protecting life and property in the event of fire. 


The Chief of the Fire Department shall have and exercise all the powers and 
discharge all the duties conferred or imposed by statute upon fire engineers in 
towns except as herein provided. 


The Chief of the Fire Department shall, subject to the approval of the Board 
of Selectmen, appoint a deputy chief and such officers and firemen as he may con- 
sider necessary and, subsequent to a hearing, he may remove any of his appointees 
from office. 


Except as otherwise provided herein the Chief of the Fire Department shall have 
full and absolute authority in the administration of the fire department. 


Subject to the approval of the Board of Selectmen and except as provided in 
Section 18 the (Chief of the Fire Department shall purchase and keep in repair all 
€quipment and apparatus used for and by the fire department. 


The Chief of the Fire Department shall provide the town with an annual report 
of the conditicn of the fire department. Such report shall also contain such recom- 
mendations for change, addition or deletion as he may consider essential to the best 
interests of the town. He shall also report to the Board of Selectmen periodically as 
it May require. 


The (Chief of the Fire Department shall act as forest warden and shall have 
authority to appoint deputy forest wardens. 


CONFLICT OF INTEREST 


Section 28.—It shall be unlawful for any selectman, any assessor, the treasurer, 
the collector of taxes, the town administrator, any member of the school committee, 
any trustee of the public library, any member of the planning board, or any other 
elective or appointive official exczpt as ctherwise provided by law, directly or 
indirectly, to make a contract with tne town, or to receive any commission, discount, 
bonus, gift or contribution or reward from, or any contract, unless such member, 
officer or employee immediately upon learning of the existence of such a contract, or 
that such a contract is proposed, shall notify the Beard cf Selectmen in writing of 
the contract and of the nature of his interest therein and shall abstain from doing 
any official act cn behalf of the town in reference theret>. In case such interest 
exists on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such a contract on behalf of 
the town, the contract may be made by ancther officer or person of the town duly 
authorized thereto by vote of the town. A violation of any provision of this section 
shall render the contract in respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the 
option of the town. Any person violating any provision of this section shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of nct more than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) or by imprison- 
ment for not more than one year, or both. 
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LAWS, BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Section 29.—All laws, by-laws, rules and regulations in force in the Town of 
Walpole when this act takes effect, not inconsistent with its provisions, whether 
enacted by authority of the town or any other authority, shall continue in full force 
and effect until otherwise provided by law, by-law or vote. All other laws, by-laws, 
rules and regulations, so far as they refer to the Town of Walpole, are hereby 
repealed and annulled but such repeal shall not revive any pre-existing enactment. 


Section 30.—All boards, committees, trusts, trustees, officers and commissioners 
of the Town of Walpole not treated by this act and not inconsistent with its pro- 
visions, whether appointed or elected by the town or any other authority, shall be 
governed by the General Laws of the Commonwealth of (Massachusetts. 


Section 31.—So much of this act as authorizes the submission of the question 
of its acceptance to the qualified voters of the Town of Walpole shall take effect 
upon its passage. 


BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF WALPOLE, MASSACHUSETTS 
ARTIGLE I 
TOWN (MEETING 


Section 1.—Notice of every town meeting shall be given by posting attested 
copies of the warrant calling the same in at least two public places in each precinct 
not less than seven days before the day appointed for such meeting. 


Section 2.—Notice of every adjourned town meeting shall be posted by the 
town clerk in not less than ten public places in the town, and shall, if time permits, 
be advertised in a newspaper, if any, published in Walpole, as soon as practical 
after the adjournment, stating briefly the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. 


ARTIQLE II 
LEGAL AFFAIRS 


Section I1.—The Town Counsel shall draft all bonds, leases, obligations, con- 
veyances and other legal instruments, advise on all questions relating to warrants 
for town meetings, and do every professional act relating to town affairs which 
may be required of him, by vote of the town or any board of town officers. Also 
when required by said boards or any committee of the town, he shall furnish a 
written opinion on any legal question that may be submitted in writing to him, and 
he shall at all times furnish legal advice to any officer of the town who may require 
his opinion on any subject concerning the duties incumbent on such officer by virtue 
of his office. He shall, when required by town officers, prosecute any suits ordered 
to be brought by the town, and shall appear at any court in the Commonwealth in 
defense of any action or suits brought against the town or its officers, in their 
official capacity. He shall also, whenever his services may be required try and argue 
any and all cases, whether in law or equity, to which the town shall be a party 
before any tribunal in the Commonwealth, or before any board of referees or 
commissioners, and appear at any and all hearings in behalf of the town. 


Section 2.—The Town Clerk shall have the custody of the town seal and shall 
keep a true copy (in a book to be kept for such purpose alone) of all deeds or 
conveyances executed in behalf of the town by any town officer. It shall be the 
duty of the Town Clerk to see that every conveyance to the town of any interest in 
real estate is properly recorded in the Registry of Deeds. 


Article II 


FINANCIAL AFFAIRS 


Section 1.—The financial year shall begin with the first day of January in each 
year and end with the last day of December following. 

Section 2,—It shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen to take charge of the 
bonds of the Town Treasurer and the Collector of Taxes and deposit them in a 
safe place. 
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Section 3.—No bill, charge or account against the town shall be paid without 
the approval, in writing, first obtained of the person, persons, board or committee 
contracting the same. 


Section 4.—No town officer having control of expenditures of the public money 
shall incur any debt or obligation on account of the town in any department beyond 
the amount appropriated therefor by the town, except as provided in Section 6. No 
order or warrant shall be drawn by the Board of Selectmen or other boards upon 
the Treasurer without an appropriation by vote of the town, nor against any appro- 
priation in excess of the same, except that such payments may be made as are 
required to protect the town where it may be liable in actions at law for damage 
as provided in Section 6. 


Section 5.—Any portion of any appropriation remaining unexpended at the 
close of the financial year shall revert to the town treasury, unless otherwise provided 
by law. 


Section 6.—Dutring the interval between the thirty-first day of December in each 
year and the time of making the necessary annual appropriations, the various town 
officers, in order to meet the liabilities of their several departments incurred in 
carrying on the business of the town, shall have authority to make expenditures and 
payments from the town treasury from any available funds therein, and the same 
shall be charged against the next annual appropriation; but no such expenditure 
shall be made or any such liability incurred for any purpose beyond the absolute 
needs of the town. 


Section 7.—No town officer and no salaried employee of the town or any 
agent of any such officer or employee shall receive any compensation for work done 
or service performed by him for the town, except his official salary and fees allowed 
by law, without the permission of the Board of Selectmen or other board authorizing 
such work or service; expressed in a vote which shall appear on the records of such 
board with the reason therefor. 


Section 8.—When the estimated amount of a proposed contract exceeds one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) proposals shall be called for in the manner provided 
for in this section. Such proposals shall be advertised in a local newspaper, such 
publication to be at least seven days before the opening of the bids. The advertise- 
ment shall require such proposals to be sealed and properly designated and shall 
announce the place, day and hour at which they shall be opened. They shall be 
publicly opened in the presence of the board, committee or officer authorized by the 
town to make the contract. No bids shall be received after the time advertised for 
the opening. As far as practicable, contracts for less than one thousand dollars shall 
be awarded in such manner as to secure reasonable competition. 


Article IV 
RECORDS AIND REPORTS 


Section 1.—All boards, standing committees and officers of the town shall cause 
records of their doings and accounts to be kept in suitable books. Said books shall 
be kept in their respective places in the town offices, and shall not be removed 
therefrom. Said record books shall be open to the inspection of citizens of the town 
at any reasonable time, but shall remain during such inspection under the supervision 
of the board, committee or officer designated to keep charge thereof. 


Section 2.—All boards, standing committees, special committees or officers of 
the town having charge of the expenditure of money shall annually report thereon 
in writing in such manner as to give the citizens a fair and full understanding of 
the objects and methods of such expenditures, referring, however, to the report of 
the Treasurer or the Town Accountant for specific details, and shall make therein 
such recommendations as they deem proper. 


Section 3.— All reports shall be placed in the hands of the Board of Selectmen 
for printing and publishing. 


Section 4.—The Board of Selectmen shall annually cause to be made available 
for the taxpayers of the town, the reports of the officers of the various departments 
and boards of the town, and reports upon such matters as directed by the town and 
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these by-laws. The Board of Selectmen shall have the custody and supervision of the 
distribution of said annual town report. 


Section 5.—The Town Clerk shall furnish for publication in the annual town 
report an abstract of the official records of all town meetings held during the pre- 
ceding year. 


Section 6.—The Town Clerk shall furnish for publication in the annual town 
report an abstract of the vital statistics of the town for the preceding year and such 
cther data as may be requested by the Board of Selectmen or its agents, 


Section 7.—Whenever a town way is laid out or altered, a plan thereof shall 
be made and filed in the office of the Town Clerk, with the location thereof, and it 
shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to keep a book of records for the sole purpose 
of recording the location of all highways and town ways within the town, with an 
index thereto. 


Article V 


BOARDS AND COMMITTEES 


Section 1.—It shall be the duty of all committees appointed prior to the annual 
town meeting, unless otherwise directed, to report upon matters referred to them. 


Section 2.—It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to immediately notify in 
writing all members of all committees that may be elected or appointed at any town 


meeting, stating the name of the committee and the business upon which they are 
to perform. 


Section 3.—It shall be the duty of the member designated as chairman or the 
first named of any committee chosen by the town to promptly call all the members 
thereof together for organization. 


Article VI 
APPROPRIATION COMMITTEE 


Section 1.—All of the articles in the warrant of a town meeting calling for an 
appropriation of two hundred dollars ($200.00) or more shall be referred to a 
committee of fifteen legal voters to be appointed by the Moderator and known as 
the Appropriation Committee. 


Section 2.—The term of office of Appropriation Committee members shall be 
three years and at the close of each annual town meeting the Moderator shall appoint 
successors to those members whose three-year term of office has expired. The 'Moder- 
ator shall fill any vacancy which may occur in the committee membership as a result 
of death, resignation, removal from the town, or other cause and said committee 
shall meet from time to time as it or the chairman may deem advisable. Members 
of the Appropriation Committee shall serve without personal remuneration. 


Section 3.—The Appropriation Committee shall annually elect from its mem- 
bership a chairman and a secretary and shall keep a true record of its proceedings. 
If such elections are not made promptly by the Committee itself, the Moderator 
shall see that such elections are held. 


Section 4.—The Board of Selectmen, with the approval of the chairman of the 
Appropriation Committee, shall provide a suitable meeting place for the Appropri- 
ation Committee. 


Section 5.—The Appropriation Committee shall act and report on any articles 
of the warrant referred to it and report thereon in writing with its estimates and 
recommendations for the final action of the town, as soon as practicable before each 
annual or special town meeting. The Appropriation Committee shall also act as an 
advisory committee to the town. 


Section 6.—The Appropriation Committee may require the various officers and 
boards of the town to appear before it at such time and place as the committee may 
appoint, for information and conference upon the matters referred to said commit- 
tee. It shall be the duty of said officers and boards to appear before said committee: 
at the time and places named; provided, however, any information may be withheld: 
when in the opinion of said boards or officers the communication thereof might: 
injuriously affect the interests of the town. 
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Article VII 
PER/MANENT ADVISORY BUILDING 'COMMITTEE 


Section 1.—A committee to be known as the Permanent Advisory Building 
Committee shall be appointed by the Moderator; this committee to consist of no 
less than six members whose terms of office shall be three years. The Town Adminis- 
trator shall be considered as a permanent advisor to the committee. Members of the 
Permanent Advisory Building Committee shall serve without personal remuneration. 


Section 2,—The Permanent Advisory Building Committee shall at least once a 
year make an inspection of all public buildings and grounds and make a written 
report to the Board of Selectmen, with a copy for the Appropriation Committee, 
specifying any and all repairs and alterations deemed necessary. This committee shall 
also act in an advisory capacity to any and all special building committees. 


Article VIII 
GAS INSPECTOR 


The Board of Selectmen acting in the capacity of the Board of Health shall 
appoint an inspector of gas piping and gas appliances in buildings. The duties of 
the inspector of gas piping and gas appliances shall be the enforcement of the rules 
and regulations adopted by the Board of Selectmen and established under Section 
12H of Chapter 25 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth.

Article XIV 
POLICE REGULATIONS 


Section 1—No owner or person having the care of any sheep, goats, swine, 
oxen, cows, horses or other animals shall permit or suffer the same to go at large or 
to graze on any street, way, common, square, or other public place within the town, 
nor permit any such animal to go upon any sidewalk therein except for the purpose 
of crossing the same. 


Section 2.—No person shall place or maintain over any sidewalk any awning, 
shade, shade frame, canopy, sign or sign-board without a permit from the Board of 
Selectmen, but no such awning, shade, shade frame, canopy, sign or sign-board shall 
be less than seven feet from the ground in the lowest part nor extend beyond the 
line of the sidewalk and no sign that overhangs the sidewalk shall exceed three by 
five feet. 
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Section 3.—No person shall, by any means or in any manner wilfully frighten 
any horse, or play at any game in which a ball is used, or shoot with bows and 
arrows, fly any kites, or throw stones or other missiles in any street or on any 
sidewalk. No person shall behave in a rude, indecent, or disorderly manner, or use 
any indecent, profane or insulting language in any public place or in any street or 
sidewalk in the town or near any dwelling house or other building, or upon any 
doorstep, portico or other projection from any such house or other building to the 
annoyance or disturbance of any person; nor shall any person throw or drop in or 
upon any footpath, sidewalk, or highway in the town any piece of wire, metal, 
mineral, nail or other material that might or would be a source of annoyance or 
danger to anyone lawfully passing over the same. 


Section 4.—No person shall skate or coast upon any sled upon any sidewalk or 
any street or public place except at such times and upon such streets or places as the 
Board of Selectmen may, by public notice, designate for such purpose. 


Section 5.—No person shall discharge any gun, fowling piece, pistol or firearm 
Or set fire to any material known as fireworks, or other combustible matter, in any 
of the public ways or streets of the town, or within one half mile of the South 
Walpole Common, the Walpole Town Hall or East Walpole Square except on such 
occasions and of such character and kind as the Chief of Police may, by public notice, 
permit; provided, however, this section shall not apply to any person abating a 
nuisance or in the exercise of duty required or justified by law. 


Section 6.—No person, other than a duly authorized officer or employee, shall 
dig a trench or lay a pipe in or in any way disturb the earth or materials on, in or 
under any street or public way without a permit in writing given by the Town 
Administrator upon application by said person made to said Town Administrator; 
and whenever such a permit is so issued shall, whenever a pipe, drain or any other 
structure is placed in, along or under such a street or public way, file with said 
Town Administrator a plan of the same, showing the location and elevation of such 
pipe, drain or other structure, said plan to be of such size and standard as said 
Town Administrator may require. 


Section 7.—Three or more persons shall not stand in a group or near each 
other on any public way or sidewalk in such a manner as to obstruct a free passage 
for pedestrians after a request to move on made by any police officer of Walpole. 


Section 8.—No owner or occupant of property shall permit any gate leading 
to premises abutting on any public way in the town to swing outwardly upon said 
public way. 


Section 9.—No person shall throw or deposit in any manner upon any public 
way, place or square in the town any article, substance or material which may prove 
injurious in any respect to the hoofs of animals, the tires of bicycles or the rubber 
tires of automobiles and other vehicles. No person shall distribute or deposit adver- 
tising circulars, papers or other matter on the streets of the town, or shall team 
manure, hay, rubbish, ashes, liquid or other material in such manner as to litter, 
pollute, or injure the streets of the town nor shall any person throw or deposit in 
any street or on any sidewalk, ashes, dirt, rubbish or other refuse of any kind except 
in the manner provided by the Board of Health. 


Section 10.—No person shall cart or convey garbage, manure, rubbish or filth 
of any kind nor any noxious or refuse liquid or solid matter or substance in any 
public street or place except in such manner and at such times as the Board of 
Health by regulation or permit shall prescribe. 


Section 11.—No person shall, without authority from the Chief of the Fire 
Department, open or interfere with a signal box, wire or anything connected with 
the fire alarm apparatus except in cases of fire. 


Section 12.—No person shall, without proper authority, extinguish or remove 
any light placed to denote an obstruction or defect in a street or way. 


Section 13.—No person shall, without proper authority, intermeddle with or 
wilfully break or injure any hydrant, gate, gate-box, or water pipe placed or located 
within the limits of any public way or place in the town. 
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Section 14.—No person shall, without proper authority, intermeddle with or 
wilfully break any arc lamp or lamp globe or incandescent lamp or any insulators 
or attachments used to carry wires within the limits of any public way or place in 
the town. 


Section 15.—No person shall make any figures or write upon any fence, build- 
ing or structure in any public place, or commit a nuisance upon any sidewalk or 
against any tree, building or structure adjoining the same. 


Article XV 
TRAFFIC REGULATIONS 


Section 1.—A code of traffic rules and regulations as drawn up by the Board 
of Selectmen, approved by the State Department of Public Works on July 12, 1945 
and amended by the Board of Selectmen from time to time as provided in Chapter 
40, Section 22 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth delineates the traffic 
regulations of the Town of Walpole. 


Article XVI 
FIRE DEPARTMENT REGULATIONS 


Section 1. The Chief of the Fire Department shall be vested with the authority 
to inspect all buildings and premises for the purpose of eliminating fire or explosion 
hazards. 


Upon receipt of a written complaint from any person whose property or inter- 
ests may be jeopardized by an existing fire or explosion hazard the Chief of the Fire 
Department shall conduct an immediate investigation of the conditions that initiated 
the complaint. 


If any building or premises contain a condition that in the judgment of the 
Chief of the Fire Department can be classed as fire or explosion hazards, he shall 
forthwith issue a written order for the elimination of such fire and explosion hazards 
as may exist. Whoever refuses or neglects to comply therewith, shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than ten dollars ($10.00) nor more than fifty dollars ($50.00) for 
each day during which such neglect or refusal exists. 


Article XVII 
JUNK DEALERS AND COLLECTORS 


Section 1.—The Board of Selectmen may license suitable persons to be dealers 
in and keepers of shops for the purchase, sale, or barter of junk, old metals and 
second-hand articles in the town. They may license suitable persons as junk collectors 
to collect, by purchase, or otherwise, junk, old metals and second-hand articles from 
place to place in the town; and they may provide that such collectors shall’ display 
badges on their persons or upon their vehicles or upon both, when engaging in 
collecting, transporting, or dealing in junk, old metals, or second-hand articles, and 
may prescribe the design thereof. They may also provide that such shops and all 
articles of merchandise therein and any place, vehicle, or receptacle used for the 
collection or keeping of the article aforesaid, may be examined at all times by the 
Chief of Police or by any police officer by him authorized thereto. 


Section 2.—Every keeper of a shop, for the purchase, sale or barter of junk, 
old metal or second-hand articles, within the limits of the town, shall keep a book 
in which shall be written, at the time of every purchase of any such article, a descrip- 
tion thereof, the name, age and residence of the person from whom, and the day and 
hour when such purchase was made; such book shall at all times be open to the 
inspection of the Board of Selectmen or any person by them authorized to make 
such inspection; and every keeper of such shop shall put, in a suitable and con- 
spicuous place on his shop, a sign, having his name and occupation legibly inscribed 
thereon in large letters, and such shop and all articles of merchandise therein may 
be at all times examined by the Chief of Police or by any police officer by him 
authorized to make such inspection; and no keeper of such shop, and no junk col- 
lector shall, directly or indirectly, either purchase or receive by way of barter or 
exchange, any of the articles aforesaid of \a minor or apprentice knowing or having 
reason to believe him to be such; and no article purchased or received by such 
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shopkeeper shall be sold until at least one week, from the date of its purchase or 
receipt, has elapsed. Such shop shall be closed between the hours of 6:00 p.m. and 
7:00 a.m. and no keeper thereof and no junk collector shall purchase any of the 
articles aforesaid during such hours. 


Article XVIII 
SIGNS AND BILLBOARDS 


Section 1.—No person, firm, association or corporation shall erect, display or 
maintain a billboard, sign or outdoor advertising device except those exempted by 
Section 30 and 32 of Chapter 93 of the General Laws: 


a. Within three hundred feet of any public way, if such billboard, sign or 
advertising device exceeds five feet in height or eight feet in length. 


b. Within three hundred feet of any public park, playground or other public 
grounds if within view of any portion of the same. 


c. Nearer than fifty feet of any other such billboard, sign or other advertising 


device, unless said billboards, signs or other advertising devices are placed 
back to back. 


d. On any location at the corner of any public ways and within a radius of 
three hundred feet from the point where the center lines of such ways 
intersect, if the billboard, sign or device exceeds five feet in height or 
eight feet in length. 


e. Nearer than one hundred feet of any public way, if within view of any 
portion of the same, if such billboard, sign or other advertising device 
shall exceed a length of eight feet or a height of four feet. 


f. In any block of which one half of the building on both sides of the street 
are used exclusively for residential purposes except that this provision shall 
not apply if the written consent of the owners of a majority of the frontage 
on both sides of the street in such block is first obtained and is filed with 
the Division of Highways of the Department of Public Works, together 
with the application of such billboard, sign or device. 


g. Until a permit therefor has been issued by the Division of Highways of 
the Department of Public Works pursuant to the following provisions: 
Upon receipt from said Division of a notice that application for a permit 
to erect, display or maintain a billboard, sign or other advertising device 
within the limits of Walpole has been received by it, the Board of Select- 
men shall hold a public meeting on said application in Walpole, notice 
thereof which shall be given by posting the same in three or more public 
places in said Walpole at least one week before the date of such hearing. 
A written statement as to the result thereof shall be forwarded to the 
Division, containing, in the event of a disapproval of such application, 
the reason therefor, within thirty days from the date of notice to the Town 
that an application for such a permit has been made. 


The provisions of a, c, d, e, shall not apply to districts which the Board of 
Selectmen may determine are of a business character. 


This by-law shall not apply to signs or other advertising devices which advertise 
or indicate either the person occupying the premises in question or the business 
transacted thereon, or advertise the property itself or any part thereof as for sale or 
to be let. 


Whoever violates any of the provisions of this by-law shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00), and whoever after conviction 
of such violation unlawfully maintains such billboard, sign or other advertising 
device for twenty days thereafter shall be punished by a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars ($500.00). 


If any provision of this by-law is declared unconstitutional or illegal by final 
judgment, order or decree of the Supreme Court of the Commonwealth, the validity 
of the remaining provisions of this by-law shall not be affected thereby.

VIOLATION OF BY-LAWS 


Section 1.—Every violation of the provisions of the foregoing by-laws con- 
tained in Article II], Sections 7, 8, and 9; Article IV, Section 7; Articles: VIII, IX, 
X, XI, XU, XV, and XVII, unless otherwise provided by law or these by-laws, 
shall entail a fine of not less than twenty dollars ($20.00) nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars ($100.00) for each violation or breach thereof. 


Article XX 
AMENDMENT AND REPEAL OF BY-LAWS 


Section 1.—These by-laws may be repealed or amended at an annual town 
meeting or at any other town meeting specially called for the purpose, an article 
or articles for such purpose having been inserted in the warrant for such meeting. 


Article XXI 
EFFECT OF PASSAGE 


Section 1.—These by-laws shall go into effect upon their acceptance by the 
Town of Walpole and their approval and publication in the manner required by 
law, and all by-laws heretofore existing are hereby repealed. 


QUORUM 


iMrs. L. L. Cross, Jr., on behalf of the League of Women Voters, offered this 
following substitute motion to the proposal of the Charter and By-Law Committee 
on Section 1, presenting a change in the number of voters to constitute a Quorum 
to 200 instead of the established 50. Sub-motion below: 


Substitute Motion—OQuorum 


It was (Moved and Seconded: That the Town instruct the Selectmen to petition 
the Legislature for permission to amend the Charter and By-Laws, as printed in 
April, 1962, as follows: 


Section 1: (Paragraph headed “Quorum”; Strike out “April first of the year 
nineteen hundred and thirty-six” and insert in place thereof: “3% of 
those registered to vote in the previous presidential election.” Designate 
this paragraph as “Section 3.” 


When put to a vote, the Substitute Motion was defeated. The original motion 
was then voted. — 336 Yes; 3 No. 


Mrs. Ann Oulton offered an amendment to the substitute motion: 


That the Town Clerk shall include in his published notices of Town Meetings 
the number of registered voters who shall constitute a quorum for that meeting. 
Defeated: — 131 Yes; 149 No. 


TOWN CHARTER, SECTION 2: 


Calling for the election of five (5) Selectmen on a scattered plan for three- 
year terms instead of the established five (5) for one year each. Louis E. Hoegler, 
Jr., Willis McLean, Roger Turner and Howard Haines Murphy protested the pro- 
posed change. 


An amendment offered by Paul E. Gay was defeated. 
The original motion was carried on a standing vote: — 273 Yes; 95 No. 
Offered as an amendment to Section 2, P. 26—Charter and By-Law. 


Amendment offered by Paul C. Gay — “Provided, however, that no selectman 
shall hold said office for more than two consecutive three-year terms.” 


Article VI—Section 3: Strike out Section 4 and insert in place thereof the 
following, designated as “Article VI, Section 3.” 
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“Section 3. The Appropriation Committee shall annually elect from its 
membership a chairman and a secretary and shall keep a true record of its 
proceedings. If such elections are not made promptly by the committee 
itself, the Moderator shall see that such elections are held.” 


Added—lf such elections are not made promptly by the committee itself, the 
Moderator shall see that such elections are held. 


Standing vote: — 307 Yes; 2 No. 
Article VIII — Gas Inspector: 


“The Board of Health shall appoint an Inspector of gas piping and gas 
appliances in buildings whose duty shall be the enforcement of the Rules 
and Regulations adopted by the Board established under Section 12H of 
Chapter 25 of the General Laws.” 


(Mr. Willis McLean offered the following amendment:— 


That the Board of Selectmen acting in the capacity of the Board of Health 
shall appoint the Gas Inspector. 


The Amendment was adopted unanimously. 


At the request of (Mr. Forrsell, the committee on Charter and By-Laws was 
discharged with thanks. 


‘Mr. Charles T. Conrad moved that the Selectmen appoint a Permanent Advisory 
Committee of five (5) to study the town’s sewerage problems both past and future; 
for the further guidance of the various Town Departments, report same to the next 
annual Town iMeeting and continue to advise from time to time. 


The motion was defeated. 


ARTICLE 3—VOTED: That the Town shall and hereby does authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to 
time, in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year, beginning January 1, 1964, 
and to issue a note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in 
accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, of the General Laws. (Ter. Ed.) 


ARTICLE 4—VOTED: ‘That the Town shall and hereby does petition the 
Director of Accounts, Department of Corporations and Taxation, Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, for an audit of the Town’s Accounts, in accordance with Section 35, 
Chapter 44, of the General Laws. 


ARTICLE 5—VOTED: That the Town shall and hereby does authorize the 
Collector in collecting taxes to use all means which the Treasurer may use when 
appointed Collector. 


ARTICLE 6—VOTED: That the Town shall and hereby does authorize the 
Collector in collecting water rates and service bills to follow the rules and regulations 
of the Water Department. 


ARTICLE 7—VOTED: That the Town shall and hereby does authorize the 
Collector in collecting sewer assessments to follow the rules and regulations of the 
Sewer Department. 


ARTICLE 8.—VOTED: That the Town shall and hereby does authorize the 
Selectmen to sell any and all property now owned by the Town, or to be acquired, 
as a result of foreclosing rights of redemption in said property.

ARTIOLE 4—VOTED: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
Three Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($3,500.00) to install a water main from 
the end of the existing main east of Route 1 and north of Route 27 easterly approxi- 
mately 1,000 feet for a skating rink only. 


ARTICLE 5—To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of money to extend 
a water main from the end of the present water main on Cedar Street to a point 
1600 feet northerly on Cedar Street. (Petition of Harry A. Eisner and others.) 
VOTED: No action. 


ARTICLE 6—VOTED: That the Town vote to re-determine the fixed uniform 
rate for construction of sewers in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 83, 
Section 15A of the General Laws, at $4.50 per foot. 


ARTICLE 7—It was Moved and Seconded: That the Town vote to raise the 
sum of Five Hundred Nine Thousand Dollars ($509,000.00) to install sewers in 
the following locations: 


(a) Hoover Road from the end of the existing sewer to Main Street; Allen 
Road; Coolidge Road from the end of the existing sewer to Allen Road. 


(b) ‘Moose Hill Road from the end of the existing sewer to Grant Avenue. 


(c) Carpenter Road from the end of the existing sewer to Bonnie Road; 
Bonnie Road to Washington Street. 
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(d) Stone Street from Clapp Street to Washington Street; Washington Street 
from Stone Street to Benny Street; Baker Street approximately 1400 feet 
southerly; Rockwood Street; Alton Street from Rockwood Street to High- 
land Street; Highland Street; Thomas Street; Summit Avenue. 


(e) From main outfall sewer manhole near the grit chamber to the proposed 
West Junior High School site off Robbins Road. 


That the Town vote to raise said sum of Five Hundred Nine Thousand Dollars 
($509,000.00) as follows: 


Nine Thousand Dollars ($9,000.00) which is a greater sum than Twenty- 
Five Cents (25c) per Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) of the valuation of the Town 
for the year 1963, in the current tax levy; Five Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($500,000.00) by issuing of bonds or notes under authority of Chapter 44 of the 
General Laws payable in no more than thirty (30) years. Other particulars as to 
forms, maturities, interest rates, issuance and sale of said issues of bonds or note 
shall ke determined by the Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen. 


Chairman of the Finance Committee, Joseph L. Wissman, offered the following 
amendment: 


That the Town vote to appropriate the sum of Four Hundred Sixty-Nine 
Thousand Dollars ($469,000.00) to install sewers in the locations listed above in 
the original Article. 


That the Town vote to raise said sum of Four Hundred Sixty-Nine Thousand 
Dollars ($469,000.00) in the following manner: 


Nine Thousand Dollars ($9,000.00) which is a greater sum than Twenty-Five 
Cents (25c) per Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) of the valuation of the Town for 
the year 1963, in the current levy; Four Hundred Fifty-Eight Thousand Eight Hun- 
dred Eighty-Four Dollars ($458,884.00) by issuance of bonds or notes under 
authority of Chapter 44 of the General Laws payable in no more than thirty (30) 
years. One Thousand One Hundred and Sixteen Dollars ($1,116.00) from the 
Excess and Deficiency account. Other particulars as to forms, maturities, interest 
rates, issuance and sale of said issues of bonds or note shall be determined by the 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen. 


Mr. Charles Conrad offered the following amendment: 


That Paragraph (d) be struck out and Two Hundred and Forty-Two Thousand 
Dollars ($242,000.00) be deducted from the total of Three Hundred Ninety-Nine 
Thousand Dollars ($399,000.00) from planned expenditures and the Four Hundred 
Sixty-Nine Thousand Dollars ($469,000.00) total requested appropriation. 


This amendment was defeated. 
VOTED: That the amendment proposed by Mr. Wissman be accepted. 


ARTIGLE 8—VOTED: ‘That the number of members on the School Ccm- 
mittee be increased from six, as now constituted, to seven, by electing three mem- 
bers at the next Annual Town \Meeting for terms of three years each, and at the 
end of their terms electing their successors for terms of three years each. 


ARTICLE 9.—To see if the Town will vote to authorize its Treasurer to act 
as Collector of Taxes for the term of one year (Chapter 41, Secticn 1; Chapter 41, 
Section 2). 


VOTED: No action. 


ARTICLE 10—To see if the Town will vote to transfer by authority of Sec- 
tion 15A of Chapter 40 of the General Laws to the care, custody, management and 
control of the Town’s Conservation Commission for the purpose set forth in Section 
8C of said Chapter 40 the land commonly known as City !Mills Lots as shown on 
the Assessors’ Map Plan E 1507, lot 2141-2557 with the exception of the following 
lots: 2172-2176, 2192) DI94: 22322233) 2241. 2242502263. 2204. 22602209, 
2296, 2327, 2337, 2381, 2382, 2395, 2396, 2430, 2445, 2442, 2447, 2448, 2483, 
2503, 2505, 2539, 2547. The total acreage of the area involved comprising ap- 
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proximately twenty-eight acres more or less including the streets. The Plan is filed 
with Norfolk Registry of Deeds as No. 499 in Plan Book No. 11. (Petition of the 
Walpole Conservation Commission. ) 


VOTED: No action. 


ARTICLE 11—It Was Moved and Seconded: That the Town vote to amend 
the Zoning By-Laws and Zoning Maps of the Town by changing the following 
described parcel of land from Residential B to Business Zone: 


Beginning at a point on Norfolk Street on the Southwesterly side thereof at 
land now or formerly of Albert H. (MacDonald, et ux; 


Thence running south 46° 5’ 30” west along land of said Albert H. MacDonald, 
et ux (now or formerly) to a stake at land of Everett W. Boyden, et ux; 


Thence turning and running south 22° 5’ 25” east, 259.60 feet to a stake; 


Thence turning and running south 61° 47’ 25” east along land of Julia Alu- 
konis a distance of 155.63 feet; 


Thence turning and running north 28° 12’ 35” east (said line being parallel 
with the line of Main Street and along the present line of area zoned for business) 
to Norfolk Street; 


Thence turning and running along Norfolk Street north 68° 46’ 45” west, a 
distance of 220 feet, more or less, to the point of beginning. (Petition of Alfred 
Cisternelli and others. ) 


VOTED: No action. 


ARTICLE 12—VoTED: ‘That the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
One Dollar ($1.00) authorizing the School Committee to enter into a Lease 
Indenture with the Trustees of Francis William Park Trust to lease the land known 
as ‘“The Bird Athletic Field.” 


VOTED: That the Annual Town Meeting be adjourned to April 14 at 7:30 
P.M. in the High School Auditorium. 


There being no further business to conduct, it was moved, seconded, and voted 
that the Special Town Meeting be dissolved. 10:35 P/M.

Tuesday, April 14, 1964 at 7:30 P.M. 


A quorum being present, (Moderator George F. Barr called the meeting to order 
and appointed the following tellers: Edgar Grout, Julius Yankee, Jesse Jefferey, 
and George Sutcliffe. 


VOTED to waive the reading of the warrant. 


ARTICLE 21—VOTED: ‘That the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
Nineteen Thousand Three Hundred Dollars ($19,300.00) to cover the expenses of 
physical training, athletics, equipment and transportation of teams for the Junior 
and Senior High Schools as defined and specified in Chapter 71 of the General Laws 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and Chapter 685 of the Acts of 1950. 


ARTICLE 22—To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of money for the 
construction of tennis courts at the Senior High School. (Petition of the School 
Committee.) VOTED: No action. 


ARTICLE 23—To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of money to 
defray the cost of a Summer School program. 


Joseph L. Wissman, Chairman of the Appropriation Committee, moved that 
no action be taken, there being enough money available. It was so VOTED. 


ARTICLE 24—The following report of the West Junior High School Building 
Committee was presented as a motion: 
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COMMITTEE |FOR PLANS AND ‘SPECIFICATIONS 
FOR A NEW JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


This committee was appointed by virtue of the vote of Town of Walpole at 


the 1963 Annual Meeting of the town to secure plans and specifications for a new 
Junior High School. 


The primary function of this committee is to recommend plans and specifica- 
tions, recommend an architect, and report its findings. Its official scope is limited. 
It was not within the purview of this committee to determine the need for a new 
junior high school and, therefore, such judgment has not been required nor is it 
included in this report. 


The reports of other fact finding town committees have projected the need, 
namely the Future School Needs (Committee, the School Committee, the School 
Sites Committee, and the School Building Assistance Committee. 


The 1963 report of the Future School ‘Needs Committee showed an enrollment 
projection which indicated the need to shift from a four year senior high school 
arrangement to a three year senior high and three year junior high division to 
avoid the necessity of building a new senior high school. Their recommendation 
was: 


It is our recommendation to the town that the School Committee proceed with 
plans for a new junior high school, to be ready in September 1966 with provisions 
in the new building for the temporary use of elementary classrooms as needed.” 


The School Committee also submitted a report at the same time on the School 
Budget and a portion of it was headed “New Buildings”: 


“The School Committee cannot ignore the increase in our school age popula- 
tion as it affects the number of classrooms needed. Nine additional elementary 
rooms will be available at the Boyden School next fall and {12 more are expected 
to be ready in the fall of 1964 at the new school on Old Post Road. The school year 
1965-66 will, even so, see our facilities taxed to the breaking point. Neither the high 
school nor our present junior high school will hold all the students of that age 
who are now students in our elementary schools. And there will again be an actual 
shortage of elementary rooms.” 


In accordance with a precedent established by the East Junior High School 
Committee your committee has included in this report, in addition to design and 
costs, as a secondary function of the committee, certain available truthful facts 
which may be material in assisting the voters to make a judgment. These include 
the following: The location, and its desirability for further expansions, historical 
and factual data compiled by former school building committees including projected 
desk needs from the beginning of the school years 1965 to 1972, inclusive as pre- 
pared by the Benjamin Report, the School Committee, and other available informa- 
tion, and a conclusion. 


The conclusion incorporates an analysis of the present facilities together with 
the facilities anticipated by this report and the potential expansion of these facili- 
ties. 


Costs, naturally, are projected on present estimates with no allowance for any 
adjustment resulting from local or national transitions of economy. 


DESIGN 


The report of the firm of Shepley, Bulfinch, Richardson & Abbott originally 
projected a cost of $2,250,000; as a result of further study this amount has been 
reduced, without sacrifice of standards, to $2,038,000 (not final). 


The present East Junior High School, completed in the fall of 1962 has merited 
national recognition and it is projected that the West Junior High School will also 
justify a similar evaluation. 


The design of the new West Junior High School is similar to that of the East 
Junior High so as to take fall advantage of maximum utilization of present day 
technological and cost saving techniques. 
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Reports of the Engineering News Record and the George A. Fuller (Co. in 
connection with a building cost index indicate that building costs have increased 
approximately 16.3% since December 1959. However, it is the judgment of this 
committee that the cost of the West Junior High School will be substantially lower 
than as reflected by such index, namely less than the 16.3% average. 


The facilities will incorporate the needs and requirements specifically detailed 
in the educational specifications as prepared by the Superintendent of Schools and 
your committee. 


These facilities can be further developed not only to increase enrollment but 
to take full advantage of the unique natural environment of the site and year round 
utilization of these facilities for out of door as well as indoor educational and 
training activities. 

The architect has volunteered a projected cost to increase the existing junior 
high school building from 800 to 1200 desks for $200,000. 


COSTS 


The appropriation projected as necessary to meet the cost to construct the West 
Junior High School, namely, $2,038,000, is broken down as follows:

As distinguished from the original projected cost of $2,250,000 the revised 
projected plan (proposed) calls for the substitution of: 
1. Bar joist construction for flat slab construction or pored in post tension; 
2. Post tension beams for cast in place beams; 
3. Exposed concrete and brick finish (exterior) for brick and orastone; 
4. Epoxy concrete interior finish for oak paneling finish. 


Also, tennis courts have been postponed pending further site development; and 
ten (10) inches of loam required for finish grading has been reduced 40% to six 
(6) inches; revision of site development and access road (Robbins Road). As com- 
pared with the East Junior High School the library will be relocated; double instead 
of single cafeteria service; rearrangement of shop; and enlargement of classrooms 
by 50 square feet. 


LOCATION 


The location, on town owned land off Robbins Road, was recommended by 
the School Site Committee and the ‘Master Plan. Although the site presents certain 
major engineering problems such as a gravel razor back, flood waters on Mile 
Brook (sometimes called Mine Brook) and the re-location of Robbins Road, the 
site is ideally suited for educational purposes, for the projected facilities and, also, 
any additional facilities which may be required in connection with further educa- 
tional needs. With one exception, which may or may not be major, the entire tract 
comprising about 75 acres is secluded, reasonably exclusive and virgin land. 


Page 25 of the Master Plan suggests the desirability of increasing the total 
usable acreage of the site, the placement of the building, desirability of an access 
road connecting Robbins Road with Main Street, the realignment of Robbins Road 
and the re-location of the Veterans of Foreign Wars Building. 


HISTORICAL DATA 


Prior to the erection of the East Junior High School authorized by vote of the 
town in March, 1959, there was only one secondary building—the present Senior 
High School—accomodating all the upper grades—7 through 12, inclusive. 
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The East Junior High Committee was originally appointed to produce plans 
and specifications for an elementary school. However, at the time of its initial 
report at the 1958 town meeting this committee recommended an appropriation to 
employ a competent educational consultant to review the iMaster Plan’s estimate 
of school enrollment. And, furthermore, in view of the then possibility of a new 
parochial school in Walpole serving grades 1-8, inclusive, the committee recom- 
mended the completion of an 800 pupil junior high school, the specifications for 
which have been considered in this report. 


The long range projection of this former committee suggested that about 1970 
additional space for grades 7-12, inclusive, would be necessary upon the full utiliza- 
tion of the senior high school and then proposed junior high school showing 
a capacity of between 2100 and 2200 pupils in grades 7-12, inclusive (before 
excessive crowding occurs). The most recent projection indicates that this maximum 
will be reached in 1969 at which time the enrollment will be 2136 pupils, and 
that by 1970 the enrollment for these grades will increase to 2466. 


This 1959 report further projected that by 1965 all available elementary schools 
would be taxed to capacity. The projection estimated 2500 elementary pupils by 
1965, less an allowance of 400 to the suggested parochial school, or 2100 elemen- 
tary pupils. A parochial school has not yet been built, yet this proposed figure of 
2500 has already been reached. The actual enrollment of pupils for 1963-64 is 
2545 pupils in the elementary grade. 


The projected need for an elementary school of about 12-16 rooms by 1966-67 
has already been acknowledged by the construction of the Old Post Road School 
which will open in the fall of 1964 with a normal capacity of 360 and by the 
enlargement of the Boyden School in 1963, having a normal capacity of 390. 


The judgment of the town to authorize the enlargement of the Boyden School 
and the erection of the Old Post Road School is borne out by the analysis of the 
present enrollment in the elementary grades:

Because of an over-flow in the 1963-64 school year of 235 pupils, certain ele- 
mentary grades were assigned to the East Junior High School and 90 pupils were 
assigned to the High School. 


With the opening of the Old Post ‘Road School, desks for normal use will be 
increased from 2340 to 2700 and will relieve the need for assigning elementary 
school pupils to the High School and will reduce such assignments to the Junior 
High School. The most recent report projects that with an anticipated step-up of 
five (5) classrooms per year for elementary grades the enrollment will increase 


to 2874 by 1966. 


With the building of the proposed second Junior High School and increasing 
the normal potential capacity of the High School and Junior High from 2200 to 
3200 the maximum of elementary school facilities by 1966 can be handled by 
continuing to assign elementary grades to one or both of the Junior High Schools 
and thereby postpone further construction of elementary classrooms until 1970 
or 1971. It is now projected that by 1970 total enrollment from grades 7 through 
12 will be 2466, and 2575 in 1971, and the total enrollment in grades 1 through 6 
will be 3438 in 1970 and 3603 in 11971. 


Your committee humbly suggests that by 1970-71 serious consideration should 
be given to the enlargement of the present core schools rather than the erection 
of yet another core elementary building. 
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The following schools are core buildings and are designed specifically for 
enlargement:

* In connection with the new construction of the Boyden School, if gymnasium is built 
or the present auditorium is re-designed to include a gymnasium one additional 
classroom will be made available (now being used for recreation). 

In connection with East Junior High if the library or the admiinstrative offices are 
re-located off the main entrance at least two additional classrooms will be made 
available. 


*x* 


The elementary school sites and secondary school needs are set forth on 
pages 21 to 25 of the Master Plan Revised March 1963. On page 21, in connection 
with the Plimpton School, it is stated that there is also the possibility, as suggested 
by the BSA, that this school gradually be converted to use of younger grades. 
The disclosure to your committee indicates that long range planning should seri- 
ously consider expansion of this school for special classes in connection with 
the expansion of the High School and thereby enhance the normal campus life 
of the senior grades with the exclusion of elementary grades from the area. 


Your committee further suggests that recent scientific studies of school needs 
on the federal and local levels indicate the advisability of improving the oppor- 
tunity for campus life as well as promoting a greater utilization of special facili- 
ties such as the library and places of general assembly and adult education. 
Therefore, the assurance of the highest standards must be recognized. 


CONCLUSION 


The proposed Junior High School will have a normal capacity of eight hun- 
dred (800) pupils and by utilizing all rooms, special rooms and classrooms, the 
enrollment may be increased to one thousand (1000) pupils without excessive 
crowding. Maximum enrollment means that pupils would report immediately to an 
assigned first class room rather than to a so-called home room. 


As in the case of the East Junior High School, Fisher School, Old Post Road 
School, and the Boyden School as re-designed, the proposed West Junior High 
School building will be a core, meaning that the building will be planned for the 
expansion of additional rooms, thereby increasing the ultimate capacity to twelve 
hundred (1200) pupils, more or less. 


Disclosures to your committee indicate that while the most desirable maxi- 
mum capacity of an elementary school, grades one to six, inclusive, is 500 pupils, 
1200 is a number well within a reasonable range for grades 7, 8 and 9. The 
maximum enrollment of a high school (grades 10, 11 and 12) (possibly grade 9, 
depending upon whether it is on a 2 - 4 grade ratio, or a 3 - 3 ratio) is another 
matter and depends somewhat upon the desirability of and the extent to which the 
campus may be developed and the possibility of utilizing separate buildings 
on the high school campus for specific departments (such as the conversion of 
the Plimpton School buildings which would increase the maximum high school 
enrollment by at least 300 pupils). 


The East Junior High Committee projected a maximum enrollment by 1970 
in the High School and the then proposed Junior High School (grades 7 to 12, 
inclusive) of 2200 pupils. The present projection indicates that this number will 
be reached in 1969 and that by 1970 the total enrollment in these grades will reach 
2466. It is, therefore, obvious, in the absence of any parochial elementary or sec- 
ondary school in the immediate area that by 1970 the present facilities of the East 
Junior High School and the High School, grades 7 to 12, inclusive, in the absence 
of additional classrooms at the East Junior High or added classroom facilities at 
the High School, will be inadequate. And if the East Junior High School is to be 
kept at an 800 maximum and the Senior High School at 1200 maximum the capacity 
of these facilities will be reached by 1968. 
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Without computing the cost of new construction, and using the present funded 
debt structure, if 800 desks are added and the present policy is continued of 
utilizing all available classrooms in all secondary schools for elementary grades 
the need for further expansion of present elementary school cores or the erection 
of another elementary school building should not be necessary until 1972, at which 
time the funded debt of the town for new schools based on the present funded 
debt should be reduced from $3,016,000 to $1,145,000 and the 1964 annual pay- 
ments of $259,000 for principal and $86,865 for interest will be reduced in 1972 
to $190,000 for principal and approximately $50,000 for interest, or an approxi- 
mate reduction of $100,000 per year.

(d) All land otherwise in a Residence A District and a Residence B District 
and a ‘General Residence District and along Traphole Brook from Coney Street to 
Union Street which is at or below elevation 115 feet U.S.G.S. datum. 

(e) All land otherwise in a General Residence District and a Limited Manu- 
facturing District and along Traphole Brook from Union Street and along the Town 
Boundary which is at or below elevation 105 feet U.S.G.S. datum. 

(f{) The boundaries set forth above shall include all of the land common to 
the flood plain of Traphole Brook at or below the elevations set forth above. 


V. Amend Section II entitled USE REGULATIONS by adding to such section 
a subdivision to read as follows: 


“IL-8 Flood Plain Conservancy District, Purpose and Uses. 


A.—Purpose. 


The purpose of the Flood Plain Conservancy District is to preserve and main- 
tain the ground water table; to protect the public health and safety, persons and 
property against the hazards of flood water inundation; for the protection of the 
community against the costs which may be incurred when unsuitable development 
occurs in swamps, marshes, along water courses, or in areas subject to floods; to pre- 
serve and increase the amenities of the Town; and to conserve natural conditions, 
wild life, and open spaces for the education, recreation and general welfare of the 
public. 


B.—Uses. 


(1) The purpose of this section is to promote the health and safety of the 
occupants of lands deemed subject to seasonal or periodic flooding. In the Flood 
Plain District any use otherwise permitted by this By-Law shall be permitted except 
that no building shall be erected or placed in a Flood Plain District unless a special 
permit has been issued by the Board of Appeals after a hearing with due notice 
given. Said special permit shall state the conditions under which said building may 
be erected or placed in the Flood Plain District. 

(2) Any person desiring a permit to erect or place a building within a Flood 
Plain District shall submit an application, accompanied by preliminary plans of 
such building and of the premises on which it is to be situated, to the Building 
Inspector, who shall transmit it forthwith to the Board of Appeal. No building 
permit shall be issued until the Board has issued a special permit under this section 
or has allowed forty-five days to elapse after receipt of the application by the Building 
Inspector without acting thereon. 

(3) The Board shall issue a special permit under this section if it finds that 
the use of the premises will not endanger the health or safety of the occupants 
thereof or of other land in the Flood Plain District. In deciding applications for a 
special permit under this section, but within a degree consistent with the reasonable 
use of the premises for purposes permitted in the district in which the land is 
located, the Board shall determine that: 

(a) Other land in the Flood Plain District is protected against detrimental 
or offensive uses of the premises. 

(b) The methods of drainage are adequate. 

(c) The methods by which the premises are filled or otherwise elevated 
will minimize the danger to the health and safety of the occupants thereof. 

(4) Nothing contained in this Section II-8 shall limit the authority of the 
Board of Health with respect to premises in the Flood Plain District or affect the 
applicability of the Walpole Building Code to any building in the Flood Plain 
District. 

(5) A site plan approval issued by the Board of Appeals or a building permit 
issued by the Building Inspector before the effective date of this Section III-8 shall 
be deemed to be a permit hereunder. 

(6) In the Flood Plain Conservancy District no building or structure shall 
be erected, constructed, altered, enlarged or moved, nor shall any premises be used 
for any purposes except: 

(a) Conservation of water, plants and wild life; 

(b) Recreation, including play areas, nature study, golf, boating, fishing and 
hunting where otherwise legally permitted; 
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(c) Grazing and farming, including truck gardening and harvesting of crops, 
and. drainage, irrigation, and dams incidental thereto; 
(d) Forestry; 


(e) Telephone, telegraph, power and gas transmission, municipal water and 
sewer lines; 


(f) Any of the following uses provided the Board of Appeals shall rule 
after a public hearing with due notice that such use is not detrimental or injurious 
to the neighborhood and, in the case of buildings or structures, that such building 
or structure shall be designed, placed and constructed to offer a minimum obstruc- 
tion to the flow of water and shall be firmly anchored to prevent floating away and 
thus threatening other buildings or blocking of openings in restricted sections of 
the water course below: 


(1)—Non residential buildings and structures, such as: 

(a)—Barns, stables, or kennels for shelter, breeding, boarding, hiring or sale 
of animals, and for storage of crops raised on the premises. 

(b)—Boat houses, duck-walks and landings—including renting of boats or 
canoes and recreation equipment and sale of bait. 

(c) Temporary refreshment stands or stands for the sale of produce raised on 
the premises. 


(2)—Amusement ent-rprises such as golf range, pony ride, circus, fairs, carni- 
vals and similar events, not including any permanent structures and subject to other 
Town By-Laws and applicable regulations. 

(3 )—Damas, changes in water courses or drainage works, but only as a part of 
an over-all flood control plan constructed or authorized by a public agency. 

(4)—Temporary storage of materials or equipment. 

(g)—If any land in the Flood Plain Conservancy (District is proven to the 
satisfaction of the Board of Appeals, after the question has been referred to and 
reported on by the Planning Board and the Board of ‘Health, as being in fact not 
subject to flooding or not unsuitable because of drainage conditions for any use 
which would otherwise be permitted if such land were not, by operation of this 
section, in the Flood Plain Conservancy District, and that the use of such land for 
any such use will nct interfere with the general purposes for which the Flood Plain 
Conservancy District has been established, and will not be detrimental to the public 
health, safety or welfare, the Board of Appeals may, after a public hearing with due 
notice, issue a special permit for any such use. 


No land fill or dumping shall be permitted in any part of the Flood Plain 
Conservancy District except such as may be expressly included as a part of any 
special permit issued under the provisions of Secticn III-8 B., (4), g, above. 


Any person seeking a special permit to build upon the Flood Plain District 
must furnish the Town Engineer a site plan accurately setting forth in 5-foot contour 
intervals the elevations of the proposed building site. And the Town Engineer must 
report in writing to the Board of Appeals his findings concerning the suitability of 
building upon the proposed site plan. And the Town Engineer must report in 
writing to the Board of Appeals any fact or facts of his knowledge which might 
adversely affect the public welfare by building upon the proposed site. 


Except as provided above, there shall be in the Flood Plain Conservancy District: 

(1) No drainage other than flood control works by an authorized public 
agency; 

(2) No damming or relocating of any water course except as part of an over- 
all flood control plan; 

(3) No building or structure; 

(4) No permanent storage of materials or equipment. 

(h) Any use of premises which required the issuance of a special permit by, 
or approval by the Board of Appeals, or the issuance of a permit by the Building 
Inspector shall be deemed a permitted use under this section to the extent of such 
approval or permit if, prior to the date this secticn is adopted by vote of the Town 
Meeting, such approval was given cr such permit was issued. Petitions for an 
approval or for a permit pending as of such date of adoption by Town Meeting shall, 
as they relate to uses effected by this section, te governed by the by-law in effect as 
of the date of the petition. 

and 

(i) In applying this By-Law no interpretation shall be valid unless it is to 
accomplish the spirit and intent which is set forth under Section III-8 A”.

ARTICLE 73—VOTED: That the Town vote to accept a report of the Plan- 
ning Board and accept Barstow Road from the end of the present accepted way 
known as Barstow Road to a point 168 feet northeasterly as shown on a plan 
entitled “Plan and Profile of Barstow Road in Walpole, Mass., Town of Walpole 
Engineering Department” and dated December 5, 1963. 


ARTICLE 74—To see if the Town will vote to Amend the Zoning By-Laws of 
the Town of Walpole, Mass. by inserting therein (after Section III) the following 
new section: 


SECTION III (A.) SPECIAL WATER CONSERVATION ZONES 
III (A) —1. Establishment of Zones. 


In addition to the zoning districts hereinbefore set forth, a special class of 
district is hereby established to be known as Water Conservation Zones. These 
zones are located as shown on the map entitled ‘Additional Zoning ‘Map Showing 
Water Conservation Zones, Town of Walpole,’ dated January, 1963, and filed with 
the Town Clerk. Said (Map, together with all explanatory matter thereon, shall be 
deemed to accompany, be, and is hereby made a part of the Zoning By-Law. 


For the purposes of this Section, said Water Conservation Zones shall be con- 
sidered as superimposed on the other districts existing in the same area, as shown 
on the “Zoning District Map of the Town of Walpole, ‘Mass.,”’ and any building 
structure or land included within a Water Conservation Zone shall also be deemed 
to be within the particular district in which it is located, as shown on said Zoning 
(Map, and subject to all the restrictions and regulations thereof (in addition to those 
set forth in this Section). 
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The location of the boundary lines of the Water Conservation Zones, as shown 
on the Additional Zoning Map, shall be determined in the same manner as herein- 
before set forth (in Section I]-4) for determining the location of boundary lines 
of the districts shown on the “Zoning Map.” 


III (A) — 2. General Location. 


It is intended that the Additional Zoning (Map shall include in Water Conserva- 
tion Zones the flood plains of major streams, and the principal swamps and other 
wetlands of the Town. Since these areas contribute to the natural storage of water 
during times of maximum rainfall, it is further intended that the areas be con- 
served in as near their present state as possible, and that any changes therein 
shall not substantially affect surface or ground water levels nor jeopardize the 
public health or safety. 


III (A) — 3. Special Permit Required. 


In a Water Conservation Zone, no building or structure shall be constructed 
and used, and no land shall be filled, excavated or otherwise changed in grade 
except pursuant to a special permit therefor issued by the Board of Appeals, as 
hereinafter provided. Any application for such special permit shall be submitted 
to the Building Inspector, who shall transmit it forthwith to the Board of Appeals. 
The application shall be accompanied by a plan of the premises in question, sub- 
mitted in triplicate, showing: (a) the boundaries and dimensions of the lot, (b) the 
location, dimensions, and elevations of existing and proposed buildings and struc- 
tures thereon, (c) the existing contours of the land and of any proposed changes 
therefrom, and (d) such other information as is deemed necessary by the Board 
of Appeals to indicate the complete physical characteristics of the proposed con- 
struction and/or grading. 


III (A) —4. Reference to Other Boards. 


Within ten (10) days after receipt of the application for a special permit for 
construction and/or grading in a Water Conservation Zone, the Board of Appeals 
shall transmit copies thereof, together with copies of the accompanying plan, to 
the Board of Health and to the Planning Board. Both such Boards may, in their 
discretion, investigate the application and report in writing their recommendations 
to the Board of Appeals. The Board of Appeals shall not take final action on such 
application until it has received a report thereon from both the Board of Health 
and the Planning Board, or until said Boards have allowed thirty (30) days to 
elapse after receipt of such application with submission of a report. 


lil (A) —5. Criteria for Approval. 


The Board of Appeals may issue a permit hereunder (subject to other pro- 
visions of the Zoning By-Law) if it finds that the proposed construction and use 
and/or proposed change in grade will not endanger the health or safety of the 
occupants of the premises or of other land in the Town. 


In deciding applications for a permit under this Section, but without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing, the Board shall assure, to a degree consistent with 
a reasonable use of the premises for purposes permitted in the use district in which 
located, that: (a) the proposed construction, use and/or change in grade will not 
obstruct or divert flood flow, reduce natural storage, or increase storm water 
run-off to the extent of substantially raising high water levels on any other land, 
(b) the proposed system of drainage and/or private sewerage disposal will not 
cause pollution or otherwise endanger the public health, (c) the proposed con- 
struction will have sufficient structural safety to counteract any buoyancy or water 
impact, and (d) the main floor level of any buildings to be occupied by human 
beings during night time hours will be at least one foot above the high water level. 


III (A) —6. Conditions of Permit. 


In granting a permit hereunder, the Board of Appeals shall impose conditions 
specially designed to safeguard the health and safety of occupants of the premises 
and of other land in and adjacent to the Zone, and to insure conformity with the 
provisions thereof, which may include conditions as to: (a) placement of building 
or structure, (b) type of foundation (such as posts with “blow-out” panels), (c) 
elevation ot floors, (d) method of anchoring building to foundation, (e) design 
of drainage system (including private sewage disposal works), (f) occupancy of 
building, and (g) area and depth ot any excavation or fill. 
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Ill (A) — 7. Determination of Levels. 


For the purpose of this Section, the term “high water level’ refers to the 
maximum elevation of standing or flowing water on any particular premises during 
the maximum rainfall of reasonable expectancy. Where, in the opinion of the Board 
of Appeals, engineering studies are needed to determine the high water level on 
a particular premises and/or the effect of a proposed building, structure or grading 
on flood flow, natural storage, or run-off, the Board may require the applicant to 
submit relevant data, prepared by a competent engineer. 


The granting of any special permit by the Board of Appeals shall not consti- 
tute a representation by either the Town of Walpole or the Board of Appeals as 
to the safety of any building or structure, nor shall the establishment of a Water 
Conservation Zone hereunder constitute a representation that all land outside of 
said Zone will be free from flooding, or do or act anything in relation thereto.

An) Act Validating Certain Action Taken at the Annual Town Meeting 
of the Town of Walpole. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


SECTION 1. The vote raising and appropriating two million thirty-eight thou- 
sand dollars for constructing, originally equipping and furnishing a new junior high 
school which was passed by the town of Walpole at its annual town meeting in the 
current year under article twenty-four of the warrant is hereby validated and the 
town treasurer with the approval of the selectmen is authorized to issue two million 
twenty-nine thousand dollars in bonds or notes of the town pursuant to and subject 
to the provisions of chapter six hundred and forty-five of the acts of nineteen 
hundred and forty-eight, notwithstanding the fact that said vote referred to chapter 
forty-four of the General Laws as the authority for such borrowing. 


SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

B. Cluster Zoning 


For the purpose of encouraging the preservation of open space and promoting 
the more efficient use of land in harmony with its natural features and with the 
general intent of the Zoning By-Law, and to protect and promote the health, safety, 
convenience and general welfare of the inhabitants of the Town, the Planning 
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Board may approve, in accordance with Chapter 41, Section 81K to 81GG, as 
amended, of the General Laws, and in accordance with the Rules and Regula- 
tions of the Planning Board, a subdivision plan in any Single Residence Districts, 
other than General Residence Districts, which will allow the reduction of the 
minimum lot size and dimension requirements provided that: 


1. The tract of land to be sub-divided shall consist of the following minimum 
areas: 


A. Fifteen (15) acres or more in Rural Districts. 
B. Ten (10) acres or more in Residence A Districts. 
C. Twenty (20) acres or more in Residence B Districts. 
. The tract of land to be sub-divided shall not be reduced by less than the 
following: 


A. Thirty (30) percent of the total area in Rural and Residence A Districts. 
B. Fifteen (15) percent of the total area in Residence B Districts. 


3. The resulting net lot density of the area to be subdivided shall be no 
gteater than the net lot density of the said area as it would have existed without 
regard to the provisions as set forth by this Zoning By-Law. 


4. The frontage requirement of each lot shall not be less than: 


A. One hundred forty (140) feet in Rural Districts. 
B. One hundred five (105) feet in Residence A Districts. 
C. One hundred (100) feet in Residence B Districts. 


5. The set back and side yard requirements shall conform with Section VI-8 
of this By-Law. 


6. Provision shall be made by the subdivider that the Open Land created 
by the reduction of lot size and dimension shall be set aside as follows: 


A. In common by the owners of the lots in the tract, or 

1B. By a membership corporation, trust or association whose members are 
all the owners of the lots in the tract, or 

C. By the Town, or 

D. Otherwise as the Planning Board may approve. 


7. ‘Provision shall be made so that Open Land shall be restricted to any 
one or more of the following uses: 


A. Recreational, agricultural, conservation or park. 

B. Open to such uses by at least the owners and occupants of the lots in the 
tract. 

'C. Restricted so that no structure shall be erected thereon except as an 
incident to the above uses, and no such structure shall be more than 15 feet in 
height. 


Said subdivision plan, when approved and recorded, shall be considered a sup- 
plementary part of this Zoning By-Law, and thereafter no land therein shall be sold 
and no lot line shall be changed in such way as to increase the extent of non- 
conformity with the general provision of this By-Law.
